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Commerce with a Conscience 

When President Harding, addressing the 
recent meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, said: “I wish 
to speak for a commerce with a conscience,” 
he added a new note to the ever-swelling 
chorus that proclaims the fundamental and 
essential soundness of honesty and honor in 
trade. The Chief Executive of the Amer- 
ican nation spoke with the farthest reach- 
ing import when he declared that lack of 
absolute conscientiousness in American 
commerce was the sole excuse for govern- 
ment in American business. His further 
declaration that it is the leaders of commer- 
cial activity who must put an end to the 
abuses and offenses which bring criticism 
and more vigorous attacks on business, was 
to us especially gratifying in its approba- 
tion of the position we long have held. We 
are encouraged thereby to reiterate the 
truism that external interference with the 
affairs of business is to be expected as long 
as business manifests inability or lack of 
inclination to keep its own house in order. 

Call it “commerce with a conscience,” or 
“truth in trade,” or whatsoever, the desider- 
atum presented by the President and aimed 
at in the recent decisions of the Federal 
courts condemning aberrance in the desig- 
nating of commodities, is a fundamental 
weakness of business which must be eradi-- 
cated. Limited in their prevalence as are 
the practices which leave the measure of 
honesty and honor in business unfilled, their 
effect is as disastrous as that of the one 
rotten apple which in time will contaminate 
the whole bin. None can say that he is 
wholly immune from unfavorable sentiment 
while any in his calling are permitted to 
pursue a devious ethical course in their 
commercial relationship. The sins of the 
one are visited upon the many. Humanity 
judges and is judged, unfortunately, “by 
wholesale.” ; 

So, there is selfishness behind the vig- 
orous, organized effort that is slowly but 
surely making headway in the eradication 
of business evils, selfishness of the individ- 
ual which is adaptable to co-operation with 
ain altruistic purpose. Nothing but care- 
lessness, apathy, has been responsible for 
the condoning of the evils of misrepresenta- 
tion, bribery, falsification, and so on, which 
have so heavily burdened business and im- 
peded its progress. Everybody, even those 
who indulged in the practices, knew that 
they were not good for business. Nobody 
really believed that. they were necessary 
evils, despite the attempts to raise a de- 
fense of “customary in the trade.” 

Human affairs have been reaching to a 
new and a better state in recent months. 

he World War marked the beginning of a 
new era in an economic as well as a political 


sense. The new economic conditions must

be heeded; their influence will be exerted 
willy-nilly. They entail on commerce the 
necessity of being absolutely conscientious. 
Men must not attempt to controvert them, 
for government cannot, and government in- 
terference is well to be avoided. 


Chemistry Needs Co-operation 

Every other industry may well consider 
the example shortly to be set by the three 
national organizations in the paint trade in 
holding their annual conventions at the same 
place and during the same week. This step 
toward a greatly to be desired co-ordination 
of efforts will be lengthened by the holding 
of at least one joint session. To anyone 
familiar with the problems of all industry 
the purpose of the paint associations will 
be clear, and it will be commendable. There 
is especial reason why the undertaking 
should have considerable attention from the 
chemical industry. 

Industrial chemistry is a thing of many 
parts widely distinct in a number of ways, 
but closely related in a fundamental sense. 
The industry has some strong organiza- 
tions—we would limit our reference to as- 
sociations in an economic or commercial, 
rather than a technical or scientific sense— 
and they are doing good work. The line 
of demarcation of their nature is simply that 
which divides the organic branch of chem- 
istry from the inorganic. Considered eco- 
nomically, that line is far from distinct; the 
two branches are inseparably inter-related. 
se it with respect to, say, potash or coal- 
tar dyestuffs, their fundamental needs as in- 
dustrial groups have a strong similarity. 
They can co-ordinate their efforts and co- 
operate in their functioning with undoubted 
mutual benefit. 

One of the greatest internal needs of the 
entire chemical industry is statistical in- 
formation. Neither the organic branch nor 
the inorganic is the worse off because of 
the lack thereof; one suffers as much as the 
other the disappointment of unguided striv- 
ing. Organic chemical industry must rely on 
the inorganic branch for important raw ma- 
terials. It needs constantly, therefore, au- 
thentic information as to the situation of the 
“heavy” industry, just as every manufacturing 
consuming calling must have knowledge of 
every industry to which it must look for sup- 
plies. Conversely, information as to conditions 
in the organic branch is essential to the prog- 
ress of the inorganic chemical industry, for 
every supplying group must have knowl- 
edge of how matters fare with the pur- 
chasers of its wares. 

The whole industrial community needs 
statistical information as to its chemical 
division on which every other division must 
rely to a greater or less extent. How can 
these needs be better served than through 
universal co-ordination of all chemica! en- 
deavor to compile and disseminate informa- 
tive data? 

Important as is adequate statistical serv- 
ice, it is but one matter in which all branches 
of chemical industry can co-operate with all- 
round benefit. The problems which grow 
out of the relations of government and in- 
dustry, expressed especially in legislative 
projects, are not escaped by the chemical 
industry or any division thereof. They dif- 
fer, as they affect this branch or that, in no 
fundamental respect. ‘They must be met 
and solved through similar endeavor, be 
their basis tariff or other tax, transportation 
or regulation of fumes or waste disposal. 

Even those, who should most reasonably 
be expected to know, fall short of proper 
realization of the importance of the chemical 
industry of the United States—many, in 
fact, still look upon it as some more or less 
innocuous sort of theoretical dabbling. [ts 
position has been made considerably clearer 
by the public activities enforced by recent

developments in Congress, but much re- 
mains to be done in that direction, even 
along the just mentioned lines. Co-opera- 
tion and co-ordination offer a wonderful 
opportunity. 


The Seed and the Harvest 


In all undertakings, the benefits of which 
depend to a large extent on the co-operation 
of those in whose behalf the tasks are 
essayed, the assistance desired is seldom 
given in proportion to the returns which 
may reasonably be expected. It is a short- 
coming of human nature, manifested in the 
individual and in the group, to fail to real- 
ize the full significance of the ancient 
aphorism, “He who sows little, reaps little.” 
They who withhold co-operation in the mis- 
taken belief that they will nevertheless 
share in the contribution of others, may be 
technically the gainer for a time. But their 
example spreads; the whole undertaking 
fails, and be their change of mind never so 
sincere, their subsequent efforts to re-es- 
tablish co-operative functioning will, at 
best, be marked with slow progress. 

So it is with the efforts of the Federal 
Government to enlist the co-operation of in- 
dustry in the gathering of statistical in- 
formative data under the census. A goodly 
proportion of industrial establishments are 
as reluctant to join in this universally bene- 
ficial work as is the female of uncertain age 
to divulge the date of her birth at the re- 
quest of the general census enumerator. It 
is true that the majority of firms offer all 
possible assistance in the census work, but 
enough withhold or, at least, defer co-opera- 
tion to make the task unnecessarily difficult 
and to impair seriously the value of the re- 
sults. 

Census-taking is a thankless task. There 
is certainly little benefit for the government 
and none for its census officials in the data 
which the latter collect. The value thereof 
returns to the people of the United States 
and to the industries which are surveyed. 
The chief relation of the data to govern- 
mental activities or purposes is the pos- 
sibility of their being used successfully to 
guide the makers of laws and regulations 
into paths of reason to the obvious ad- 
vantage of the people and the industries in 
which they are engaged. 

Director W. M. Steuart of the Census Bu- 
reau and his associates and their staffs man- 
ifest an earnest desire to take a census of 
American industries which will provide 
really informative data. The industries 
know far better than the census officials the 
sort of information that has industrial value. 
The officials ask for the assistance of indus- 
tries, first, in the preparation of question 
forms which will bring out information of 
a useful sort; secondly, in the prompt and 
complete filling out of such forms. The re- 
sponse to this request is—well—hardly to 
be called universal or enthusiastic. 

It may appear sagacious to assume an 
attitude of apathy toward the government’s 
request for industrial statistics of census 
value, with the thought that the apathetic 
individual’s knowledge of his own affairs 
may easily be added privately to the results 
of the government’s efforts, and an accurate, 
comprehensive picture of the whole indus- 
try be secured for the sole benefit of the 
secretive member. Such ideas, however, 
are never unique. There is no monopoly 
in that variety of “sagacity.” A hundred 
other members of the same industry are 
doubtless congratulating themselves for a 
similar bright thought. The result is 
“bunk” all round. 

When that particular industry goes be- 
fore Congress with a legislative plaint, the 
figures which it has thus incompletely sup- 
plied to the government are brought forth 
to show that it is so insignificant as to de- 
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serve scant attention.

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German Import Duties 
Heavily Increased 


Rates Are Doubled on Soft 
Soaps, Cosmetics, Fruit Juices 


and Medicaments 
WASHINGTON, June 2, 1922. 

The Reichstag has materially amended 
the German customs tariff by increasing 
the import duties on a large number of 
commodities, American Economist Consul 
Parmelee reports from Berlin. The ad- 
Vances are made by a law of April 8 
last and by order of the Minister of 
Finance became effective on May 1. 

On most classes of goods affected the 
change consists of a doubling of the 
duties, while certain tropical products 
are advanced more sharply. Among the 
import goods on which the duty is in- 
creased 100 per cent. are photographic 
and colored paper, including paper cov- 
ered with chalk, white lead, or the like, 
and varnished and painted paper; photo- 
graphic plates, opal glass and plate glass, 
colored or opaque or otherwise, figured or 
painted, : gilt or silvered; glass paste, 
containing lead or not; false teeth; ivory, 
tortoise shell, ete., and manufactures or 
imitations thereof; sweetmeats, fireworks, 
gas mantles, hardened rubber paste 
(dental, ete.), and wares of gut.

Senator Kendrick, of Wyoming, was the 
only Democrat voting for the increased 
duty. Senator Capper, leader of the farm 
bloc, and Senator Godding, head of the 
tariff bloc, voted for the committee 
amendment, although the opposition had 
been claiming a large measure of sup- 
port from those quarters. 

The specific duty of 7 cents a pound on 
dyes remains in the bill. 


King Proposes Changes 


Encouraged by an apparent weakening 
in the Finance Committee on Dye Pro- 
visions of the tariff bill, Senator King of 
Utah will propose two new amendments 
Monday when the dye matter comes up 
again. It was laid aside today to enable 
the Senate to consider the War Depart- 
ment appropriation bill. 

Senator King wants a lower specific 
rate of duty than 7 cents per pound on 
dyestuffs that are valued at less than 10 
cents per pound. His amendment will 
suggest 31, cents as this lower rate. 
Above 10 cents per pound in value the 7 
cent rate proposed by the committee 
would prevail. 

Mr. King calls attention to the fact that 
some coal-tar products are valued at only 
1% cents or 2 cents per pound. A 7 cent 
rate on such products, he points out, 
would be equivalent to 300 or 400 per 
cent. or perhaps a higher rate of duty. 

Senator King also wants a change in 
that provision of the bill relating to 
standardization of dyestuffs. Under the 
bill as reported, he says, the Treasury 
Department would be obliged to select the 
lowest standard at which a dyestuff is 
used in this country as the basis for levy- 
ing the duty. 

This system would result effect in 
the assessment of duties at rates much 
higher than appear on the face of the 
bill in some cases, says Senator King. 
For example, if a dyestuff is imported 
and used at 20 per cent. purity or 60 
per cent. purity, it would be the basis of 
levying the specific rate of 7 cents pro- 
vided for in the bill. Un the case of 20 
per cent. purity dyes the

he argues 
specific rate would be in effect multiplied 
by 3 and would therefore become equiva- 
lent to 21 cents instead of 7 cents. 
This is wrong and unfair, declares Sen- 
ator King. He will offer an amendment 
to make 100 per cent, purity the stand- 
ard basis for specific duty. It would be 
7 cents per pound on the basis of 100 
per cent. purity. If the purity were less 
than 100 per cent. under his plan the 
specific rate would be lowered accordingly. 

The two King amendments will apply to 
both intermediates and finished coal-tar 
products. 

Senator King is optimistic about the 
prospect for defeating the dye embargo 
in the Senate, but his colleague, Senator 
Smoot, who led the opposition in the 
Finance Committee, is pessimistic. King 
says the result will depend upon the 
number of Republican votes his colleague 
can deliver against the embargo. 

A strenuous fight, led by Senator Oddie 
resulted in the rejection of the proposal 
to levy duties on cyanides. 


Pacific Coast Opposes Oil Duty 


A protest to the Washington congres- 
sional delegation from the Seattle Post 
commission makes a strong appeal that 
the congressmen do everything possible to 
have tallow, cottonseed oil, soya beans 
and soya bean oil, coconut oil, peanuts 
and peanut oil placed in the free list un- 
der the new tariff. It is pointed out that 
the effect of enacting the proposed duties 
would be to divert to Europe the com- 
merce which is now coming in through 
Puget Sound ports, and would give Euro- 
pean buyers practical control of interna- 
tional prices.

Cyanides Put on Free List 


Early in the week the Senate reverted 
to the cyanide paragraph of the chemical 
schedule which had been passed over re- 
peatedly at the request of senators from 
the mining states. Senator Oddie of Ne- 
vado pressed his amendment to remove 
the proposed 10 per cent. duty on potas- 
sium cyanide, sodium cyanide, and instead 
to insert those items in the free list. After 
considerable discussion this amendment 
was adopted by a vote of 46 to 14. 


Senator Oddie spoke briefly in support 
of his amendment, and Senator Freling- 
huysen of New Jersey opposed it. Inci- 
dentally the latter replied to charges that 
the Roessler & Hasslacher Chemical Co. 
was German-owned and had not been 
loyal during the war. In that connection 
the senator read several letters and tele- 
grams from different persons, testifying 
to the Americanism of the company 
named., 

Senator Sterling of South Dakota spoke 
at some length in support of the Oddie 
amendment. One of the leading oppon- 
ents of a duty on cyanide has been the. 
Homestake Mining Co. of his state. He 
dwelt upon, the importance of cyanide as 
an agent for extracting metals from low- 
grade ores, and also called attention to 
the made of this product for fumigating 
purposes by the citrus fruit interests of 
California and the South. Senator Pitt- 
man also spoke briefly in support of the 
amendment, which was further supported 
by Senator Stanley of Kentucky. Sen- 
ator McCumber, chairman of the finance 
committee, discussed the situation gener- 
ally, as to imports, production, etc. He 
favored the proposed duty. 


Magnesite and Magnesia 


The Senate also disposed of the mag- 
nesite schedule, which was taken up by 
Senator Poindexter of Washington. He 
as well as his colleague, Senator Jones, 
and Senator Codding of Idaho and others 
spoke in favor of higher duties than had 
been recommended by the finance com- 
mittee. Senator Fletcher of Florida 
spoke in opposition to increased duties, 
and submitted copious documentary evi- 
dence tending to show that the duty would 
be too high. Senator McCumber opposed 
further increases. It was brought out 
that American mines produced consider- 
able magnesite during the world war, and 
the argument was made that the Amer- 
ican industry should be encouraged by 


ample duty. 

Mr. Poindexter’s amendments, which

The Senate then in quick succession, fe- 
duced the proposed rate of duty on mag- 
nesium chloride from %c. to %c. per 
pound, provided a duty of 7c. per pound 
on calcined magnesia, one of % Cc. per 
pound on oxide or calcined magnesia, and 
various other items. 


Chemical Glassware 


Senator Frelinghuysen then entered 
upon a discussion of the chemical glass- 
ware paragraph, which he defended, and 
in suppoft of which he submitted copie 
munications from the War Department, 
the American Chemical Society and others. 
Senator Southerland of West Virginia 
cited glass manufacturers and _ glass 
workers in support of proposed duties on 
glassware. ; 

Discussion of these provisions was con- 
tinued on Wednesday. when Senator Jones 
resumed the floor in opposition to the 
recommendation of the Finance Committee 
increasing the rate of duty from 45 per 
cent. to 75 per cent. Mr. Jones made.a 
point that American exports of chemical 
glassware have been considerable in. re- 
cent years, hence he argued that such a 
high duty was unnecessary. Senator Fre- 
linghuysen said that a dozen American 
factories had been established and that 
the American industry during the latter 
part of tre war supplied Allied demands 
for this product which could not be filled 
from Germany. 

Mr. Frelinghuysen added thet chemical’ 
glassware made in the United States ig.of 
the highest quality and price. He sai 
the American industry is competiti¥e. 
that the Kimball Glassware Co. ore 
in his State have twice accepted. way 
reductions in order that that company: 
might continue to meet competition from 
Germany. 

Senator Simmons of North Carolina sub- 
mitted cri isms from R. D. de Greef and 
others against the tariff bill as unscien- 
tific and its rates of duty needlessly pro- 
hibitive.

Senator King of Utah, who is back on the 
job, attacked the General Electric Co., 
what he called the “carbide trust” and 
other large concerns. He and Senator 
Cummins of Iowa, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce, became 
involved in a colloquoy over the Standard 
Oil Co., in part as follows :— 

Mr. Cummins—The Senator from Utah 
knows that the Standard Oil Co. was suc- 
cessfully prosecuted, and I am wondering 
why he is including in his criticism the Su- 
preme Court of the United States as well as 
the Department of Justice. I pause for an- 
swer to that inquiry. 

Mr. King—Mr. President, it is embarrassing 
for a lawyer to speak in a disparaging or 
critical way of the courts, especially the 
Supreme Court of the United States, a court 
which we all respect, Yet I may say, with 
all due deference to the court, that in my 
opinion a number of its decisions construing 
or applying the Sherman antitrust law have 
tended to weaken that law and deprive it of 
some of the potency which the legislators 
who oo the law believed that it pos- 
sessed, 

Mr. Cummins—But the Senator from Utah 
will remember that the Supreme Court held 
that the Standard Oil Co. was in violation 
of the antitrust law, and proceeded to render 
the decree or the judgment which it believed 
to be necessary in order to dissolve it and 
to bring in the competition which thereto- 
fore had been suppressed. . 
_Mr. King—I did not have in mind par- 
ticularly, I may say to the Senator, when 
I made that reply, the Standard Oil case. I 
had in mind the steel case, for instance, and 
others, particularly where the so-called rule 
of reason was applied. 

Mr. Cummins—I am not myself thinking 
of those cases in which the defendants have 
been held not guilty. I am thinking of the 
cases in which the defendants have been 
pronounced guilty. Has there been any 
more competition among the oil companies 
since the decree in that case was rendered 
than before? 

Mr. King—No! I think there has been and 
is, if the Senator will pardon me, a head to 
the Standard Oil Co. yet, though there ap- 
pear to be a number of parts which seem 
to be entirely independent of each other. 
There seems to be some central powerful, 
and integrating force which guides all the 
parts and directs their efforts to a common 
end, 

Senator Cummins concluded by suggest- 
ing to Senator King that the latter in- 
stead of charging infidelity to enforce- 
ment of the anti-trust laws to various 
attorneys general, should employ his tal- 
ents to better advantage by seeking some 
constructive legislation that will enable 
America to bring back and maintain that 
competition upon which Mr. Cummins de- 
clared the safety of the American people 
depends. 

Senator Harris of Georgia next took up 
the cudgels against the Standard Oil Co. 
He recalled that about two years ago the 
Senate passed his bill which would have 
corrected the situation. “Under the dis- 
solution decree of the Standard Oil Co.,” 
he said, “they did not change the stock- 
holders; they dissolved the one big com- 
pany and formed several. They are to- 
day, as investigation by the Federal Trade 
Commission shows, operated as one com- 
pany, and there is no competition.” 

Senator Walsh of Montana read a state- 
ment from C. P. Gulick of the National 
Oil Products Co., Harrison, N. J., that 
proposed duties on oils, fats and waxes 
are too high; also a communication from 
Paul G. Kayser of the Meteor Products 
Co., New York, that proposed rates on 
many chemical products are “ridiculous” 
and will serve as a barrier against im- 
portations,

Glass Containers 


On Thursday the Senate struck out, on 
recommendation of the Finance Commit- 
tee, ad valorem duties in paragraph 217 
of the tariff bill on glass vessels of various 
kinds, including bottles, vials, jars, demi- 
johns and carboys. This left in effect the 
House specific rates ranging from 1 cent 
per pound to 50 cents per gross. The 
committee had previously recommended 
an increase from 28 to 50 per cent. in the 
House provision that no glass vessels 
should pay less than that much ad va- 
lorem duty. 


Dye Fight Lively 


The fight over the dyestuffs tariff and 
embargo broke in the Senate Thursday

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evening. Senator Frelinghuysen of New 
Jersey briefly explained the paragraph 
and the necessity for the higher rate 
which would apply to intermediates. A 
specific rate of 7 cents per pound would 
apply on these products as well as the 
proposed ad valorem duty. Senator Frel- 
inghuysen said that the committee had 
recommended duties of 7 cents and 60 per 
cent. on finished coal-tar products, and ex- 
plained in detail the reasons which led 
the committee to favor a high tariff and 
an embargo. 

Senator King remarked that he under- 
stood the Finance Committee would not 
insist upon a provision in paragraph 26 
of the bill that would exclude from the 
United States coal-tar products bearing 
any trade-mark, brand, label or impress 
registered in the United States patent 
office by anybody within the United 
States, unless the latter persons gave con- 
sent to such importation. Senator King 
charged that under this provision it would 
be impossible to import a product bearing 
a trade-mark similar to one registered in 
this country, under penalty of seizure of 
the attempted importation. He declared 
that the provision was designed primarily 
to protect the Chemical Foundation, which 
bought a large number of patents, trade- 
marks and other rights formerly belong- 
ing to Germans, that had been seized by 
the alien propeerty custodian. The Foun- 
dation would be in a position under the 
provision to withhold its written permis- 
mission for importation of such marked 
products. Under it, said Senator King, 
the government would act as agent for 
the alleged owner of the patents, whose 
rights he questioned. He asked Senator 
Smoot of Utah about the matter and the 
latter, who is ranking Republican member 
of the Finance Committee and an oppo- 
nent of the dye embargo, replied that the 
committee would not insist upon reten- 
tion of this provision. 


Embargo Condemned 


Senator King announced that he would 
not discuss the dye embargo at this 
time, as it would come up later, but as 
a matter of fact he did discuss it some- 
what. His remarks were largely a repiti- 
tion of his statement made before the 
Shortridge Dye Investigating Committee. 
He renewed his charge of a dye lobby 
and a dye monopoly and dye propaganda. 

The embargo principle is un-American 
and does not commend itself to Republican 
protectionists, declared Senator King. It 
would not permit legitimate competition. 
The House declined to vote the dye em- 
bargo into the tariff bill, King pointed 
out. He charged that when the emergency 
tariff law was enacted containing the 
existing embargo a fraud was perpetuated 
upon the Senate because it was not under- 
stood that the embargo would apply to 
sytnetic organic chemicals generally, but 
only to dyestuffs, he said. 

Under the pending bill, Senator King 
contended, increased rates on dyes and 
intermediates would be applied to various 
other synthetic comounds. He mentioned 
specifically synthetic acids now in para- 
graph 1 of the bill, various chemical 
elements, salts, compounds and medicinal 
preparations in paragraph 5, ethers and 
esters in paragraph 35, flavoring extracts 
in paragraph 37, perfumes in paragraph 
56, stains and colors in paragraph 68, 
hypo-sulphite compounds in paragraph 79, 
and synthetic products used in gun- 
cotton. This was denied by Senator Smoot, 
who explained that the products just 
mentioned would be included under the 
higher rates of paragraphs 25 and 26 
only if they were coal-tar products and 
should be caught in the basket clauses. 

The Utah Senator called attention to the 
presence of Dr. Herty and other repre- 
sentatives of the dye industry in the Sen- 
ate gallery. Senator Frelinghuysen in- 
terrupted to remark that they are Amer- 
ican citizens and that the gallery is 
public. He asked Mr. King why he did 
not mention those representing others, 
and particularly “‘representatives of Ger- 
man importing interests, who are trying 
to defeat this legislation.” He charged 
that these persons make their head- 
quarters in the Senate office building. 
Senator King denied knowledge of such 
persons or their activities.

jobbers of the State to attend the next 
meeting of the association in Newark, 
June 23. It is hoped that such a con- 
ference will lead to constructive effort 
and better mutual understanding. Messrs. 
Busse, Groom and Daley were appointed 
a committee to handle arrangements.

New Jersey Wholesale Drug 
Firm Raided for Liquor 


Last Thursday Judge Lynch in the Fed. 
eral Court at Newark, N. J., issued a tem- 
porary restraining order to prohibit the 
use against the New Jersey Wholésale 
Drug Co. of its papers seized May 27 
when prohibition agents took possession of 
the stock and premises of the company 
at 56 Arlington street, Newark, for alleged 
violation of the prohibition law. The or- 
der of Judge Lynch specifically directs 
that the papers for the time being at 
least shall not be used in the presentation 
of the case to the Grand Jury and that 
the control of the premises shall be re- 
stored to the company pending the final 
disposition of the case. The order is re- 
turnable June 19. 

Application for the restraining order 
was made by Kraemer & Siegler, of 197 
Market street, attorneys for the drug 
company. Joining with the company in 
the application were Emil Zucker, Her- 
man Steiner and Jacob Stein, who are de- 
scribed in the petition as managers of 
the liquor department of the company. 
The order is directed against Charles H. 
Brown, Federal prohibition director of 
New Jersey; Samille H. Cone, Federal 
prohibition enforcement agent; Michael 
J. Phillips, Isaac Hitte, 3d, general pro- 
hibition agents, and Walter. Winne, 
United States attorney for the district of 
New Jersey. 

In the application it was alleged that 
Federal tax agents were used as a blind 
by the prohibition agents in their effort 
to obtain information on which to base a 
warrant for searching the property and 
that the seizing of the company’s prop- 
erty was illegally carried out. ae 

The assertion is made in the_ petition 
that for six weeks prior to May 26 repre- 
sentatives of the prohibition department 
had been on the premises checking up the 
sales of the company; that two men rep- 
resenting themselves to be from the in- 
come tax department arrived last Friday 
and expressed a desire to examine the in- 
come tax returns and books of the com- 
pany, working in eight-hour shifts, twen- 
ty-four hours a day, until the work was 
completed.

In spite of the fact that last week 
was a holiday period a good business 
was doing in paint materials. Makers 
of mixed paints were very busy indeed. 
So great is the demand for paints in 
this section of the country that some of 
the largest producers are said to be 
several weeks behind with deliveries. 
The call comes almost entirely for use 
on new buildings, as there is not nearly 
so much repainting being done as there 
should be. The record-breaking activity 
in the building line is having its effect, 
however, and as there promises to be 
no let up during the summer or fall, a 
good demand for paints for the rest of 
the year seems assured. 

The feature of the market last week 
was an advance in the price of lead 
pigments. This advance, which 
amounted to \c. per pound, was a gen- 
eral one and affected leads in oils as 
well as dry leads. It was the inevitable 
result of a steady rise in the price of 
pig lead, which has carried the price up 
14,c. a pound from the low level of last 
fall. The new prices on lead pigments 
went into effect May 31. There had 
been no general change in lead pig- 
ment prices previous to this since July 
27, 1921. Last week’s advance had been 
expected for some time, and it did not 
cause any let up in the rush to buy 
white lead. 

The government says that sales of 
white ‘lead in oil last year were 28 per 
cent. greater than for the year before. 
It is too early as yet to attempt to 
guess how much greater consumption 
will be this year than it was in 1921, 
but if demand keeps up as it has been 
thus far it is certain that this year is 
going to be much better than the pre- 
ceding one. Demand for other lead pig- 
ments is not to be compared with that 
for white lead in oil, but improvement 
is shown, and a better business is being 
done than at this time twelve months 
ago. 

All season the activity in white lead 
has been rivaled by that in lithopone, 
and this demand holds up equally as 
well as does that for white lead. For 
some time producers hesitated about 
quoting beyond the middle of the year, 
but last week the large producers were 
accepting business at the prices that 
have held for months, for delivery up to 
the end of September. Many lithopone 
plants are being operated day and 
night, and manufacturers are bringing 
in a large amount of crude barytes 
from abroad. 

The advance in the price of leads was 
the only important change in paint 
material prices- during..the. period. 
While raw materials have advanced in 
a number of instances there is a great 
deal of reluctance about raising prices 
at this time of the year. This feeling 
is well defined in the dry color section 
of the market. The price of iron blues 
has been advanced by most producers, 
as has been reported in this column, 
but there is still no stability to the 
market at a level higher than that of 
the last ten months, in spite of the high 
price of the basic raw material. Some 
producers, who had stocks on hand, 
were still willing to sell at the old price 
last week if they could not do better. 
However, the market will clean itself 
up in time and the price will stiffen 
unless there should be a material de- 
cline in the price of yellow prussiate of 
soda. 

The general tone of the dry color 
market is stead and there is little talk 
of lower prices in any line. Most of the 
minor paint materials are very steady 
and demand for them is good. Reports 
on building activities during May 
promise to show that in no section of 
the country has there been any let up 
in construction work. In many sec- 
tions it is difficult to secure enough 
labor to rush construction as rapidly 
as is desired. It is expected that the 
proposed reduction in freight rates will 
encourage building activities, as one of 
the greatest drawbacks to building has 
all along been the very high railroad 
freight rates on lumber and other 
building material. 


Thus far this season the paint busi- 
ness has been good, and the feeling 
throughout the industry seems to be 
that the prospects are even better for 
the last half of the year than they were 
for the first half. . 


Lead and Zinc 


PIG LEAD.—There was another ad- 
vance in the price of pig lead last 
Wednesday, when the leading inter- 
ests marked the New York price up 
from 5.50c. to 5.65c. per pound. Late in 
the week as high as 5.75c. was quoted 
by outside interests. The advance in 
lead has been a steady one for some 
time, and the price is now 1c. per 
pound higher than it was last fall. 
There have been many predictions that 
the top had been reached as the price 
went up, but now it looks as if even a 
farther advance would not be a sur- 
prise to the trade. The demand is good 
and stocks are small. 

ZINC.—The market holds steady and 
New York delivery was a little higher 
at the close of the week than it had 
been a week before. New York delivery 
was quoted at 5.60c, per pound, and 
East St. Louis at 5.25c. There was not 
a very active demand during the pe- 
riod, but, in spite of this, the tone of 
the market was very steady. 


Pigments 


The feature of the pigment market 
last week was an all-around advance in 
the price of lead pigments. There have 
been advances recently in prices of dry 
lead in casks, but the advance of last 
week was the first that had occurred in 
price of dry leads in kegs and of leads 
in oil since last July. The advance was 
no surprise, as it had been looked for 
for some time because of the rapid ad- 
vance jn the price of pig lead, which 
moved up again last Wednesday, which 
was the day upon which the price in 
lead pigments was made. There is no 
let up in the demand for white lead 
and sales are running well over those 
of this time last year, which up to that 
time were record breaking. 

There continues to be a good demand 
for zine oxide and barytes, and litho- 
pone makers are running their plants 
to capacity to keep up with the demand. 
Prices of other pigments were un- 
changed during the period. 

BARYTES.—A steady seasonal de- 
mand for barytes, and there has been 
no change in prices. Producers are 
looking for a good demand during the 
summer, and the undertone of the mar- 
ket is firm. Prime Western is quoted at 
$23 per ton, f. o. b. mills, including 


package. 
ST. LOUIS, Mo., May 31, 1922. 

An improvement in barytes has been no- 
ticed during the past week, with prices at 
$23@25 per ton, f. o. b. St. Louis. 

BLANC FIXE.—This market holds 
steady and stocks on hand are small. 
There has been enough business booked 
to keep producers busy, and there is 
every indication that consumption this 
year will be greater than it was last. 
Dry was cuoted at 44, @4%c. per pound 
and pulp at $40@50 per ton. 

WHITE LEAD.—It was a case of the 
expected happening when the price of 
white lead advanced a quarter of a 
cent a pound last week. This advance 
was made by all producers, although 
all producers do not quote the same 
price on dry white lead. The advance 
affected not only dry lead, but, what is 
more important to the ordinary con- 
sumer, the price on white lead in oil. 
The steady advance in the price of the 
basic raw material had made an ad- 
vance in leads inevitable, and the fact 
that the price of dry in casks had al- 
ready advanced made a general ad- 
vance expected by the consuming trade. 
Demand for white lead keeps up to the 
most optimistic expectations. It is con- 
siderably better than at this time last 
year, and that is all that need be said 
to tell how good it is. There seems 
every reason’ for believing that there 
will be no let up any time this season

There has been 
some improvement in demand, although 
the call for this material is not nearly 
as active as for white lead, basic car- 
bonate, 

RED LEAD.—The advance of last 

week is the third that has been made 
in the price of red lead in casks, but 
the first that has been made in the 
prices of dry in kegs or of red lead in 
oil. The advance was not the result 
of any shortage of supplies or because 
of the active demand, but was based 
entirely upon the increase in the cost 
of production as a result of the sharp 
advance that has occurred in the price 
of pig lead. There has been some im- 
provement in the takings of this ma- 
terial recently, but the demand is not 
what it should be. The large indus- 
tries have not been calling for a nor- 
mal amount of red lead, but the in- 
terest in the market is gradually in- 
creasing.

LITHARGE.—The same advance was 
made in litharge as was made in the 
other leads. Conditions in this mar- 
ket are much the same as in the red 
lead market. There has been some 
improvement in the demand, but bus- 
iness is not as good as it should be.

LITHOPONE.—Leading producers of 
lithopone are now quoting for deliv- 
ery up to the end of September. De- 
mard continues as active as ever, and 
stocks are not accumulating in first 
hands, in spite of the fact that many 
plants are being operated day ‘and 
night. There has been a great deal 
of improvement in the character of 
lithopone produced in this country in 
recent years. Every producer is making 
a grade of goods much higher than 
what was formerly produced, This 
may be one of the reasons why there 
has been so great an increase in the 
consumption of this material. Makers 
of lithopone are bringing in all the 
crude barytes they can from Germany, 
but are find.ng difficulty in getting as 
prompt shipment as they would like 
as the present duty on crude barytes 
amounts to about 25 cents a ton, and 
the proposed duty to $5 per ton. Ger- 
many has plenty of crude barytes to 
sell, but conditions in that country are 
such that purchasers have found that 
there is a great deal of uncertainty 
about shipments. The present prices 
promise to hold through the third 
quarter of the year. They are 6 cents 
per pound, in bags; 64c. in barrels, 
car lots, and 64c. in barrels, less than 
ear lots. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—There was a 
14 cent advance in the pr.se of domes- 
tic material last week, making the quo- 
tation 12@14c. The demand is fair. 
German is quoted at l4c. and French 
at 15c, 

ZINC OXIDE.—There has been no 
advance in zine oxide prices as yet, 
although zine is much higher than it 
was when present prices of ox.de were 
named. The demand from the tire 
makers continues very good, and there 
is a much better demand from the 
paint industry than that of this time 
last year.

Dry Colors 


The fact that it was shy one busi- 
ness day and that not much was doing 
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on Monday did not prevent a very good 
business from being done in dry colors 
last week. There is a good demand 
at the present time for almost all sorts 
of dry colors, and it promises to con- 
tinue. Prices fluctuate but slightly, but 
there is no talk of lower prices in any 
line, and in some colors higher prices 
are generally looked for. 


Blacks 


The feature of the black market .is 
the great strength shown by carbon 
gas. The price is advancing rapidly 
and some grades are now quoted as 
high as 50c. a pound, with nothing of- 
fering last week under l6c. There is 
a good demand for other blacks, but 
none of the others are in the same 
position as is carbon gas. There has 
been an increase in consumption of 
this material, a curtailment of produc- 
tion, and foreign consumers are in the 
market to compete with domestic con- 
sumers. Some producers of lampblack 
are now quoting that material as low 
as 14c. per pound.

Blues 


The price of yellow prussiate of soda 
declined a little last week, and it was 
quoted at 22c. per pound, against a 
recent high of 25c.

are reasonable enough with the basic 
raw material at 22c., and if it was cer- 
tain that the price of the raw ma- 
terial was going to remain at that level 
it is doubtful if producers could see 
their way clear to offering iron blues 
at 60c. In spite of this condition of 
affairs, however, there was little 
change in the situation in iron blues 
last week, and the price has not yet 
firmed at 60c. Some producers were 
offering at 55c., and some have not 
made a definite advance from their 
50c. quotation. 

It might be said, however, in all fair- 
ness, that those who were still willing 
to sell at 50c. were shading the mar- 
ket, and some leading producers held 
firmly to 60c., and said that they were 
doing business at that level. The yel- 
low prussiate of soda market recently 
has been a rather sensational affair, 
and it is not surprising that it has de- 
moralized the iron blue market to a 
very considerable extent. However, 
there is a good demand for this class 
of colors at the present time, and it 
should not take long for the market 
to firmly establish itself if the price 
of the raw material settles down at 
any definite price. There continues to 
be a good demand for ultramarine and 
the consumer can pay either 8c. or 35c. 
or any price in between, according to 
the strength he desires in the color he 
buys. 


Browns 


There is a good business doing in 
browns, so much better than was being 
done at this time last year, dealers 
say, that there is no comparison. There 
were no changes in prices last week, 
but both talian sienna and Turkey 
umber were firm.

Quieter conditions prevailed in the 
local market for naval stores last 
week. This was due partly to the 
Memorial Day holiday, but it was also 
traceable to a desire on the part of 
consumers in some cases to hold aloof 
and await further developments in the 
primary situation. In the case of tur- 
pentine a reactionary tendency de- 
veloped and at the close Friday the 
market was 3l6c. per gallon lower for 
the week. Rosin ruled firm during the 
week and closing quotations showed 
an advance on 


most grades. 
Although the movement of turpen- 
tine from the 


interior to the primary 
markets has shown a tendency to in- 
crease recently, the demand has been 
so persistent that the arrivals have 
been readily absorbed and stocks every- 
where are still at unusually low levels, 
despite the fact that two months of 
the new season have passed. Supplies 
at the three leading markets of the 
South are less than one-sixth what 
they were at this time last year and 
there is nothing to indicate that this 
Situation is likely to be materially 
changed in the near future. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that sentiment in 
trade circles is as bullish as ever and 
that confidence in the future is notice- 
able everywhere. 

Meantime 
steadily growing 
searcity of supplies abroad there are 
many who expect the demand from 
London to continue good for some time 
to come. The stock of American spirits 
in London is only one-half as large as 
at this time last year and less than 
one-third what it was two ago, 
while supplies of French turpentine in 
the English market have been prac- 
tically cleaned up. Supplies in other 
European centers are said to be far 
below normal and the same is de- 
clared to be trade of Canadian mar- 
kets. 

In this country the consumption in 
the painting field alone is large and 
increasing, owing to the unprecedented 
activity in construction in many sec- 
tions. The indications point to 
activity in building and painting opera- 
tions throughout the summer and fall 
months and with the recovery in gen- 
eral business in this country making 
steady progress an increased consump- 
tion is anticipated in various indus- 
tries. Meantime, supplies in the hands 
of consumers and dealers are appar- 
ently much smaller than usual at this 
time of the year, as the buying for 
many weeks has been of a very con- 
servative character. As to the prob- 
able size of the export demand this 
season it is interesting to note that 
the crops of France and Spain, it is 
reported in advices from abroad, are 
expected to prove smaller than last 
season. 

The attitude of domestic consumers 
of rosin has not changed materially. 
Much of the buying last week was of 
the same character that has been noted 
for some time past. Consumers are 
not disposed to anticipate to any great 
extent, but the demand for moderate 
quantities of all grades is steady and 
the aggregate movement into consum- 
ing channels in various industries is of 
satisfactory dimensions. Arrivals at 
the primary centers of the South are 
being well absorbed and there has 
been no increase of consequence in 
supplies. Total stocks at the three 
leading markets are some 60,000 barrels 
smaller than a year ago. In view of 
the steady improvement in general 
business in this country there are some 
who think the indications point to a 
gradual increase in the demand for 
rosin in the near future. 


° 
Turpentine 

Trading in the local market for tur- 
pentine was quieter last week, business 
being curtailed by the Memorial Day 
holiday on Tuesday. With demand less 
active, an easier tone developed and a 
reaction occurred in prices, 96c. per 
gallon being quoted at the close on 
Friday, showing a decline for the week 
of 3'%4c. per gallon. 

The slowing down of business was 
regarded in some selling quarters here 
as only temporary. The consumption 
of turpentine is steadily increasing and 
is expected to continue large during 
the season. Construction and paint- 
ing operations are active everywhere 
and stocks in the hands of consumers 
and dealers are apparently small after 
a prolonged period of conservative buy- 
ing. 

The movement of the crop from the 
interior to the primary markets is in- 
creasing at a disappointing pace and 
there has been no accumulation of 
supplies. On the contrary, stocks in 
the leading markets in the South are 
much smaller than a year ago, while 
supplies here are scarce.

Developments in the world’s leading 
speculative seed markets were in the 
main of a bearish character last week. 
Trading was on a smaller scale and the 
tendency of prices was downward, 
though losses for the week were not 
very sharp. At one time, however, the 
June option in the Buenos Aires mar- 
ket fell more than 10c. below the quo- 
tation of the previous Friday, though 
part of the loss was subsequently re- 
covered, 

Sentiment in domestic trade circles 
is less bullish than it was recently, 
though there are some who regard the 
setback in seed prices as only tem- 
porary. But with the demand for oil 
disappointing in view of the activity 
in construction and painting operations 
throughout the country, crushers have 
been less prominent of late in the 
speculative seed markets and there has 
also been a falling off in the demand 
from traders. Some operators have 
been encouraged to sell more aggres- 
sively for the decline, owing to weak- 
ness at times in the wheat and coarse 
grains in the Chicago market. 

Also some who feel friendly to the 
long side of the market for ultimate 
results have been averse to taking 
hold freely, owing to more encourag- 
ing reports from the Northwest in re- 
gard to the probable size of the new 
flax acreage, Reports received of late 
have been conflicting in regard to the 
prospects for the crop, but favorable 
accounts have been rather more nu- 
merous. It is claimed by some that 
there will be a considerable increase 
in the acreage on both sides of the 
border, not only because of the high 
prices prevailing but also because of 
the backwardness of the spring season 
which prevented the planting of as 
large an area in wheat as had been 
contemplated by some farmers. Re- 
cent advices from the Northwest have 
contended that the indications pointed 
to an increase in the flax area of any- 
where from 15 to 40 per cent., or more. 

The shortage of spot supplies of 
seed in the English market has been 
relieved temporarily at least through 
the diversion to Hull of an order 
eargo of Argentina seed, but the gen- 
eral position abroad does not seem to 
have changed much. Near at hand 
supplies are only moderate and ship- 
ments from India and Argentina fail 
to increase in the manner that had 
been expected. In discussing the sit- 
uation, a London authority says:— 
“There is one factor which may pos- 
sibly alter the statistical position in 
favor of buyers later in the year. We 
refer to the possibility of the United 
States harvesting in September a crop 
of flaxseed which will be approximate- 
ly equal to a normal crop of former 
years. It seems, perhaps, rather a 
long view to take, especially when 
seeding has hardly yet commenced, 
but it is a factor which later on must 
have a restraining influence on buyers 
in the United States. If the United 
States crop should turn out. well, 
American purchases in Argentina will 
almost certainly be greatly curtailed 
with the result that there will be more 
seed in Argentina available for ship- 
ment to Europe.” 

Shipments from India 
week ended May 27 were 152,000 
bushels to the United Kingdom and 
72,000 to the Continent, a total of 224,- 
000 ~=bushels. This compared with 
200,000 bushels in the week ended May 
20 and 492,000 bushels in the preced- 
ing week. In Argentina the weather 
was fine at the opening of the week, 
but hail and rain followed later. The 
tendency of Argentina freights is 
downward, cable advices on May 31 
quoting 28s. 9d. for June, against 31s. 
3d. in the previous week. The ship- 
ments from that country last week 
were larger, amounting to 1,360,000 
bushels, against 675,000 bushels in the 
previous week and 917,000 last year;

MINNEAPOLIS, May 31, 

Flaxseed receipts have been quite liberal 
of late and except for the choice quality 
there was no edge to the demand, but all of 
the seed seemed to be taken care of daily 
without loss in value as compared with the 
futures. Today's offerings after the Tuesday 
holiday were heavy and prices held very firm 
to strong compared with July. Crushers 
bought the choice Montana seed readily at 
1@1%c. over July. A car was taken at 2c, 
over to run out of town, 

Deliveries on May contracts during the 
month of May totalled 63,000 bushels. Of 
that total it is estimated that half repre- 
sented re-deliveries. The quality of the seed 
delivered was not bad, but crushers preferred 
to select their stuff and none appeared 
anxious to accept the proffers. Some of the 
seed was delivered to an outside crusher and 
shipped out. 

Elevator demand for offerings was good 
during the month if the companies could buy 
at proper figures so that they make a profit 
in turning the seed over on May contracts 
However, crushers took care of the bulk of 
the day to day offerings. 

Movement in the interior exceeded ex- 
pectations by a liberal margin. Elevator 
companies received quite a little seed from 
the farmers. After wheat seeding was com- 
pleted most of the farmers had an idea of 
what they were going to do with their land 
and naturally they sold off their excess of 
grain. Evidently the flax reserves in some 
sections were better than anticipated by the 
line elevator companies. Some previous crop 
seed also came on the market. Farmers 
seem to be cleaning up in good shape as the 
new season looks like it is going to be a very 
successful one owing to the liberal supply 
of moisture in the ground. 

No reports on seeding are available as yet. 
Farmers are still sowing here and there and 
have the bulk of their grain acreage taken 
care of. Some belated sowing will probably 
concern flax more than any other grain 

No purchases of foreign seed reported dur- 
ing the week. Some offerings, but the down- 
ward tendency of the market and fairly lib- 
eral supply of domestic seed checked inter- 
est in foreign offerings.

The feature of the flax market today was a 
break of 9 cents in September In view of 
the fact that that is the first future of the 
new crop year, it is believed that the most 
likely cause for the decline is the outlook for a

Druggists’ Circular for June 


The Druggists’ Circular for June con- 
tains an article by Dr. Lester D. Volk, 
member of Congress from the Tenth Dis- 
trict, New York City, which ably discusses 
the narcotic situation in the United States. 
Dr. Volk declares that the present wide- 
spread illicit traffic in and use of nar- 
ecotic drugs is due to a faulty adminis- 
tration of the Harrison narcotic law, and 
urges an investigation of the situation as 
provided for in House Resolution No. 258. 
Other articles discuss the result of seven 
and a half years of enforcement of the 
Harrison law, and urge upon the Depart- 
ments of State, Commerce and the Treas- 
ury a searching investigation of the nar- 
cotic situation as a preliminary to the 
enforcement of the newly enacted Jones- 
Miller law. 

Dr. H. H. Rusby, Dr. W. C. Braisted, 
Dr. Jacob Diner, Prof. Frederick J. Wul- 
ling and several other well-known phar- 
maceutical educators have contributed 
statements in an interesting and impor- 
tant discussion of the causes of the pres- 
ent overcrowding of the pharmacy schools 
and what the colleges should do to meet 
this unusual situation. Points raised by 
the various deans have to do with the 
opening of drug stores by former liquor 
dealers, the over-supply of retail stores in 
some quarters, the place of commercial 
pharmacy, ete. The writers are among 
the ablest and best informed pharmacists 
in America. D. G. Baird contributes a 
timely article on the sale of radio tele- 
phone equipment in drug stores, and there 
is the usual number of other papers on 
merchandising subjects.

Revenue Receipts in April 


WASHINGTON, June 1, 1922. 


The Bureau of Internal Revenue today 
announced collections of revenue accruing 
to the government from various sources 
for April, with comparative figures for 
the corresponding month last year. An- 
other statement issued by the bureau 
shows comparative quantity data on some 
of the tax-paid prodffets. This latter 
statement shows that tax was paid in 
April on 1,228,905 gallons of non-beverage 
distilled spirits and on 5,696 gallons of 
rectified spirits or wines, compared with 
1,889,062 and 4,386 gallons, respectively, 
in April, 1921. 

Tax was paid in April on 339,637 pounds 
of colored oleomargarine, compared with 
702,637 pounds in April, 1921, and on 
13.346,212 pounds of the uncolored, com- 
mg with 20,110,892 pounds in April,

Weight and Measure Standards 
Sought in Congressional Bill 


WASHINGTON, June 1, 1922. 


A bill has been introduced by Repre- 
sentative Vestal of Indiana to regulate 
and control the manufacture, sale and use 
of weights and measures and of weighing 
and measuring devices. The bill provides 
that the Bureau of Standards is empow- 
ered to pass upon each type of such 
weights and measures and devices made, 
offered or sold for use in trade or com- 
merce, or used therein, in the United 
States. The bureau may approve or dis- 
approve such type. 

A year after passage of the act, it is 
provided, it shall be unlawful to manu- 
facture, offer or sell or use weights and 
measures or weighing and measuring de- 
vices that have not been approved by the 
Rureau of Standards. It is provided, 
however, that this shall not apply to 
weights and measures and devices in use 
when the act passes. 


There are a number of regulatory fea- 
tures in the bill. However. weights and 
measures and devices intended for use in 
foreign countries are not affected by the 
bill’s provisions. 

It is specifically provided, however, 
that the use of weights and measures in 
trade and commerce covered by the Dill 
shall include use ‘“‘in compounding medic- 
inal and other formulas prescribed by 
physicians and others.” The act would 
become effective by its terms July 1, 1923.

Mercury Poisoning in Industry 


WASHINGTON, May 27, 1922. 
The Bureau of Mines has issued a re- 
port on mercury poisoning, prepared by 
R. R. Sayers, chief surgeon of the bureau, 
and past assistant surgeon of the U. S. 
Public Health Service. After describing 
the effects of the poisoning, methods of 
prevention and treatment are set forth. 
The report points out that there is 
probably no industry, trade or art in 
which mercury is used but that has pro- 
duced some cases of mercury poisoning. 
This is true in the mining and smelting 
of mercury. where the hazard has long 
been recognized. When the ore contains 
free mercury, it seems, or the more sol- 
uble aults, and when the workings are 
underground and poorly ventilated, cases 
occur; but there are a far greater num- 
ber of cases among the employes about 
the reduction plants, according the 
report.

Business in cottonseed and its prod- 


ucts continued on a small scale last 
week. Crop news was a leading topic 
in the trade. Many of the reports 
from the South were bullish, but the 
weather in some sections of the belt 
was more favorable and there was a 
disposition in some quarters to take 


the more hopeful view of the situation. 

An event of interest was the an- 
nouncement from Washington on Fri- 
day of the first government report for 


the season on the condition of the 
crop. It stated the condition as of 
May 25 at 69.6 per cent. against 66 


per cent. a year ago, 62.4 per cent. two 
years ago and a ten-year average of 
74.6 per cent. The report had prac- 
tically no effect in the local market 
for cottonseed oil aside from the dis- 
cussion which it aroused. In the raw 
cotton trade the average condition was 
about what many had expected, but 
the low condition of Texas and Okla- 
homa—61 per cent. and 67 per cent., 
respectively—caused active buying of 
the distant months. 

Speculation in refined cottonseed oil 
futures on the New York Produce Ex- 
change was sluggish. Business was 
suspended on Tuesday in observance 
of Memorial Day. The total transac- 
tions for four business days ended 
with Friday were only 22,300 barrels, 
compared with 30,200 barrels for five 
days of the previous week, 51,200 bar- 
rels two weeks ago and 73,300 barrels 
during the five days ended May 12. 
The tendency of prices was downward, 
final quotations on Friday showing a 
loss for the week of about $1 per 
barrel . 


Cottonseed, Cake and 
Meal 


According to advices 
South, business in the seed markets 
Was practically at a standstill. Ow- 
ing to the smallness of supplies, 
however, and also because of the bull- 
ish character of the bulk of the crop 
news, offerings were very light and 
holders remained firm in their views 
as to values.

inal owing to the prevailing scarcity.

There were reports current 
to the effect that some business had 
been done in new crop oil in the 
Southwest, but confirmation was 
lacking.

Lard in the Chicago mar- 
ket weakened at times. This caused 
more or less selling of oil by local 
traders. There was some selling also 
by houses with connections in the 
west. Sentiment in that section of the 
country seems to be more bearish 
than it was recently, owing to an in- 
crease of late in the receipts of hogs 


at some points, and also because of an 
expanding production of lard. The av- 


erage weight of the hog arrivals at 
Chicago during the week ended May 
27 was 244 pounds, or considerably 
higher than in the same week last 
year.

The government crop report was bet- 
ter than some had expected.

Some had 
expected a condition of around 62 or 63 
per cent. Two years ago the June 2 
report put the condition at 62.4 per 
cent. The yield of cotton in that sea- 
son was 13,700,000 bales. Since May 
25, which is the real date of the report, 


the weather over much of the cotton 
belt has improved, although conditions 
have been too wet and cold in some 
sections for rapid germination and 
growth. Some of the crop accounts 
received of late from private sources 
in the South have been much more 


cheerful. <A favorable June, it is con- 
tended, could easily repair a good deal 
of the damage that has been done by 
rains, floods and low temperatures. 
Believers in lower prices for oil were 
encouraged also by the fact that Fri- 
day’s official report put the condition 
in some important states well above 
last year. In Alabama, for instance, 
the condition of the crop on May 25 
was 80 per cent. against only 57 per 
cent. a year ago; Georgia, 71 per cent. 
against 63 per cent.; North Carolina, 
84 per cent, against 65 per cent.; South 


Carolina, 67 per cent. against 58 per 
cent.; Louisiana, 70 per cent. against 
57 per cent,

trade. 

The monthly Government report 
stated the condition in Texas at only 
61 per cent. against 71 per cent. a 
year ago, while the condition in Okla- 
homa was put at 67 per cent. against 
74 per cent. Many of the private crop 


reports received from both East and 
West of the Mississippi River were 
bullish. Special correspondence from 


Atlanta to the Reporter, it is of inter- 
est to note, stated that unless there is 
a decided improvement in crop con- 
ditions, there is likely to be an early 
bull market in cottonseed products. 
The weekly Government weather re- 


port, though in some respects more 
favorable than recent statements, was 
in the main considered bullish. It 


stated that better weather prevailed in 
the western portion of the cotton belt, 
but it was too wet, and in the latter 
part of the week too cool in Eastern 
Gulf States for satisfactory growth in 
most districts.

Aside from the shrinkage of busi- 
ness, however, conditions showed little 
change. Supplies of many products are 
small and the general market continued 
steady 


to be characterized by a very 
tone.

Refined Products 


That there is an increasing con- 
sumption of gasoline right along goes 
without saying. This is the time of 
year when this should be the case, and 
it would be a very poor market indeed 
if domestic takings were not larger 
each week at this season of the year. 
A holiday makes a good service sta- 
tion market, and undoubtedly service 
station sales were larger last week 
than during any previous week this 
year. There has been so much talk 
about how heavy domestic consump- 
tion was going to be this summer, 
however, that it would be impossible 
for it to be any larger than predictions 
have made it. The gasoline market is 
becoming settled at the new level es- 
tablished by the recent advances, and 
the beginning of June was not marked 
by any further advance. 


There is a better feeling in regard to 
kerosene, although this is the dull sea- 
son for that material. The large com- 
panies have bought quite freely re- 
cently from the weaker companies, and 
this has improved the situation. There 
has been some improvement in the ex- 
port demand, and this is also the case 
with lubricating oils. The demand for 
automobile lubricants is naturally in- 
creasing at this season, but the market 
is not firm enough to send prices 
higher. 

Demand for gas and fuel oils is about 
up to the season, and there is more 
interest being shown right along in 
oil as a fuel—especially in the West. 

Stocks of all sorts of refined prod- 
ucts are rather large for this season 
of the year. There is no chance of any 
scarcity of any refinery product, and 
considering this fact in connection 
with the record-breaking accumulation 
of crude being carried in this country, 
there is no reason for complaint as to 
tone of the different markets for re- 


finery products. 
Gasoline and Naphtha 


The fact that tank wagon prices of 
gasoline have remained stationary for 
several weeks has caused a little eas- 
ing off in refinery quotations in the 
Middle West, where there had been a 
disposition on the part of refiners to 
anticipate a steady advance in gas- 
oline quotations. It is not to be ex- 
pected, however, that the decline will 
go very far. The domestic demand 
for gasoline is about coming up to ex- 
pectations, and it is certain that tak- 
ings this summer will be larger than 
ever before. The market seems well 
balanced at the present differences be- 
tween refinery and tank-wagon prices. 
and present prices of gasoline allow 
for a fair margin of profit with crude 
at its present level. Tank-wagon 
prices are firm enough now so that 
there is not the talk of price shading 
in certain parts of the country that 
there once was. Jobbers in some cases 
are asking more than the large dis- 
tributors. 

In the local market gasoline was 
very firm and as high as 23 cents per 
gallon was being asked for new 
navy in bulk, Export prices of gas- 
oline and naphthas were unchanged, 
and there was a good export demand, 
especially for case goods. Export 
prices were:—Gasoline, cases, cargo 
lots, 33.25c, per gallon; navy gasoline, 
bulk, 20c.; naphtha, in cargo lots, 22c.; 
63@66 degrees, 25c.; 66@68 degrees, 
26c. 
The local steel-barrel price remained 
unchanged at 27c. per gallon, and the 
price of varnish makers and painters’ 
naphtha was unchanged at 26c.

Kerosene 


Refinery prices of kerosene have 
stiffened considerably recently, but it 
does not seem probable that the 
movement will go any further at this 
time. The export demand recently has 
been rather good for the season, but 
domestic consumption is not heavy. 
The fact that some of the large com- 
panies have taken kerosene off of the 
hands of refiners who had been fear- 
ful that they would have to carry it 
all summer was perhaps the real 
reason why some refiners felt called 
upon to advance their prices. It is 
hardly to be expected that a prompt 
movement can be assured for all the 
kerosene that will be produced 
between now and fall. There was a 
good demand for case kerosene for ex- 
port during the period, but little real 
change in the situation. There is not 
as much pessimism in regard to the 
future of the kerosene market as there 
was a month or so ago, but no one 
is particularly enthusiastic over the 
outlook.

Gas and Fuel Oils 


No change of importance occurred in 
the fuel or gas oil markets during the 
period. The local market was rather 
dull. Bunker oil at $1.26%c., delivered 
in the port of New York, does not look 
cheap to consumers, and this is the 
price that the large producers still hold 
to. Locally the demand for gas oil is 
also quiet, as large consumers do not 
seem to be disturbed about their future 
requirements as long as conditions are 
as they are at present. Many Western 
refiners have not been producing gas 
oil for some time, as there was no de- 
mand for it in their section. There has 
been an improvement in demand for 
fuel oil in the West, however, and it 
is commanding more attention there 
than it is in the East. 


The argument against turning from 
coal to fuel has always been that coal 
prices, in spite of their fluctuations, 
were in the long run more stable than 
oil prices. Now, however, contracts for 
fuel oil are being entered into for de- 
liveries covering so long a period that 
consumers cannot raise the same ob- 
jection they once did. Nominally, there 
was no change in prices last week. 
Bunker oil was still quoted at $1.20 at 
nearby refineries and $1.26% delivered 
at the port of New York, and gas oil

Lubricating Oils 

There has been no great improve- 

ment in the situation in lubricating 


oils, in spite of the fact that there is a 
better demand right along for automo- 
bile lubricants. Some of the Western 
railroads have recently placed contracts 
for their lubricating oils for next year, 
but just what prices were paid is not 
known. There was keen competition 
when one road entered the market for 
forward contracts for a large amount of 
oil, and it is reported that prices named 
were very reasonable. Refinery prices 
are a little higher than they were a 
month or so ago, but it is possible to 
buy for export about as cheaply as it 
ever was, 

The trade is very anxious to see an 
improvement in export demand for lu- 
bricating oils, and the slump in that 
market last year was largely because of 
the fact that export takings were not 
nearly up to normal. No real improve- 
ment in this direction can be expected, 
however, until there is a general im- 
provement in the industrial situation 
abroad. Stocks of lubricating oils are 
liberal, and they promise to be larger 
before they are smaller.

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Missouri Oil Jobbers 
Discuss Inspection 


Quizz State Official as to Au- 
thority and Appoint Confer- 


ence Committee 
ST. LOUIS, May 29, 1922. 

Missouri oil jobbers, meeting here Sat- 
urday, May 27, put State Oil Inspector 
Finch, of Missouri, on the grill, in a 
good natured way, for his attempts to 
inspect distillates and charge a fee for 
the work. The outcome of the meeting 
was the appointment of a committee by 
H. G. James, president of the Missouri 
Oil Jobbers’ Association, to co-operate 
with Mr. Finch in preparing amendments 
to the oil inspection laws to be sub- 
mitted at the next session of the Missouri 
Legislature next winter. 

The Missouri jobbers held their ses- 
sions at the Planters Hotel, about sixty 
being present, with Kansas City oil men 
outnumbering the local delegation. 

State Inspector Finch, who was ac- 
companied by Chief Clerk Forris, from 
the Jefferson City offices, and Jesse 
Saffley, the Kansas City inspector, was 
quizzed for more than an hour. Mr. 
Finch said that he had asked the At- 
torney General of Missouri for an opin- 
ion as whether or not distillates should 
be inspected. He said he had done that 
following a letter received from Mr. 
James, protesting such inspection on be- 
half of the State organization. 

The attorney general’s office, Mr. Finch 
said, held it his duty—under the law—to 
inspect distillate, and collect fees for so 
doing. The jobbers held that the State 
officials had not gone into the law suffi- 
ciently; that they had not sought to 
ascertain the real intention of the law 
makers who, the oil men hold, did not 
te to provide for inspection of dis- 
tillates. 

Turning to the question of gasoline in- 
spection, the jobbers wanted to know 
when they might look for a further re- 
duction in the inspection fee. It is now 
practically 14% cents, as against six cents 
not so long ago. Under the Missouri law 
and decisions of the State Supreme Court 
the State inspector can reduce the fees 
whenever inspection becomes a revenue 
producer. Mr. Finch held out no imme- 
diate hope of a reduction. 

In conclusion Mr. Finch offered to 
work with the association in bringing 
about a revision of the inspection laws 
at the next session of the State assembly. 
Meanwhile, with President James co- 
operating, he will ask the attorney gen- 
eral for a more complete interpretation 
of the law under which he is now in- 
specting distillates. 

Before adjournment the jobbers agreed 
to hold their next meeting in Kansas 
City late in September. 





Teapot Dome Investigation 
Making but Slow Progress 


WASHINGTON, May 29, 1922. 

A report from the Interior Department 
under the La Follette resolution calling 
for data relating to the leasing of Teapot 
Dome and other naval reserve oil lands is 
not expected to be sent to the Senate un- 
til June 15, according to information re- 
ceived by men in close touch with the sit- 
uation. It is understood that hundreds of 
photostat copies of records, contracts, cor- 
respondence and the like have been made 
in the department, and conservation in- 
terests are inclined to believe that it is the 


purpose of the department to bury the 
Investigating Committee under an ava- 
lanche of documents. 


Considerable opposition to leases in the 
southern California naval reserve lands is 
reported to exist in that State. It is un- 
derstood that the opposition there sought 
recently to obtain the services of Francis 
J. Heney. who gained fame as prosecutor 
of the San Francisco graft cases some 
years ago, and also as a friend of the late 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt. Mr. Heney, 
however, is reported to have declined to 
take the case upon the ground that the 
department has the law on its side. 


Cleaning Petroleum Barrels 


With reference to the method of clean- 
ing petroleum barrels described in the Re- 
porter for May 29, the Atlantic Refining 
Co. gives the following outline of cleans- 
ing practice in its plants:— 


The method employed by us in the cleaning 
of steel packages is largely governed by the 
use of container; that is, the materia] last 
shipped in the particular package to be cleaned. 
However, for example, a barrel that has con- 
tained lubricating oil we would first steam, for 
the purpose of loosening any material adhering 
to the inside of package; then thoroughly 
cleanse with hot water, draining the barrel, and 
finally blow with hot air in order to have a 
perfectly dry container. 

We have other conditions which require some- 
what different methods of handling, such as the 
asphalt package, but the above quoted type~— 
namely, the lubricating barrel—is the one most- 
ly handled at our barrel-cleaning plant, and I 
believe will describe in a rough manner the 
procedure followed for this character of work 
at our plant.

Mexican Crude Oil Tax 
Based on $1.25 a Barrel 


WASHINGTON, May 29, 1922. 

Copies of the officials decree of Presi- 
dent Obregon carrying out the agreement 
reported to have been reached regarding 
Mexican oil taxation at a recent confer- 
ence between officials of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment and representatives of American 
oil companies have been received in Wash- 
ington. It has already been indicated 
that the price of Mexican fue) oil in New 
York was taken as the unit of measure- 
ment of standards for the Mexican tax. 
It appears from the decree that the con- 
ferees agreed to $1.25 U. S. currency as 
the minimum price or value of fuel oil at 
New York upon which the oil companies 
will pay tax. If the price goes down to 
$1 tax will be paid on $1.25. On that 
minimum basis tax will be 12% cents per 
barrel U. S. currency on fuel oil. The 
rate of taxation will increase one-fifth of 
1 per cent. for every rise of 4.75c. in the 
value of fuel. 

The decree reduces the tax on crude 
gasoline from 6 per cent. to 4 per cent. 
of its value. The tax on refined gasoline 
is likewise reduced from 4 per cent. to 
2 per cent. These changes, persons fa- 
miliar with the situation in Mexico say, 
will tend to promote the development of 
a refining industry in Mexico. 

Pursuant to the terms of the decree, 
effective from May 7, the Mexican Minis- 
try of Industry, Commerce and Labor has 
issued a circular (No. 16) fixing prices or 
values as the basis for tax collections dur- 
ing the month now closing as follows :—

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Crude Oil Freight Rates 
Decided For and Against 


WASHINGTON, May 31, 1922. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
today announced that the Empire Re- 
fineries, Inc., and toe Standard Asphalt & 
Refining Co. are entitled to reparation, 
with interest, on account of unreasonable 
rates charged by the Texas & Pacifie Rail 
way Co., et al. ,on 381 tank-ear loads of 
crude petroleum shipped from Homer, La.. 
to Independence, Kan., and from other 
points in the Ranger and Shreveport 
groups to points in Oklahoma group 3 
and Kansas group 2, during the time be- 
tween August 31, 1918, and November 21, 
1919. 

The complainants alleged that rates 
varying from 24% cents to 94 cents per 
100 pounds were paid on the various ship- 
ments, and contended that they were un- 
reasonable and illegal, and the commission 
has decided the case in their favor, stat- 
ing in its report :— 

We find that the applicable rates from 
Brownwood to Okmulgee, and from Brownwood 
and Ranger to Independence, were unreason- 
able to the extent that they exceeded 21.5 and 
24.5 cents per 100 pounds, respectively; that 
the applicable rate from Homer was unreason- 
able to the extent that it exceeded the subse- 
quently established rate of 26 cents per 100 
pounds; and that the applicable rates from 
and to the other points considered were un- 
reasonable to the extent that they exceeded 
the subsequently established rate of 23 cents 
per 100 pounds. 

The commission also announced its de- 
cision today in the case of Humble Oil 
& Refining Co. vs. Director General, as 
agent, in which the complainant attacked 
a rate of 29 cents per 100 pounds charged 
on 21 tank-car loads of crude oil shipped 
during February, 1919, from Towa Park, 
Texas, to New Orleans, La. Complainant 
alleged that the rate should not have ex- 
ceeded 22 cents, but the commission has 
ruled that the rate charged was not un- 
reasonable and the complaint has been 
dismissed. 

The commission decided against the 
same company in its complaint assailing 
a rate of 74 cents per 100 pounds charged 
for transportation of 27 carloads of 
wrought-iron pipe from Pittsburgh, Pa., 
to Hillendahl, Bellaire and Fairbanks, 
Texas. The rate assailed in this case has 
been found not unreasonable or otherwise 
unlawful. The complaint is dismissed.

Mexico Adopts Royalty Rules 


Under the decision of the President of 
Mexico for granting permission for oil 
development on lands within the Federal 
zone to applicants who are willing to 
meet required conditions, permits are to 
be issued by the Secretary of Industry, 
Commerce and Labor, subject to the fol- 
lowing principal conditions :— 

1. A minimum of 25 per cent. of the 
oil produced on lands within the Fed- 
eral zone to accrue to the government, 
the latter reserving the right to retain 
up to a total of 40 per cent. of the 
gross production. 

2. The government to have the option 
of requiring cash payment of the value 
of the above royalty. 

3. The deposit of an amount propor- 
tionate to the value and extent of the 
concession to be granted.

British Petroleum Concern 


Plans Argentine Expansion 
WASHINGTON, June 1, 1922. 


Argentine Oilfields, Ltd... a British 
company with a capital of £800,000, will 
shortly make an issue of 145,000 shares 
(par £1) for the purpose of developing 
a group of oil-bearing claims at Cerro 
Lotena, near Plaza Huinoul, Argentina, 
comprising an area of 221,000 acres, ac- 
cording to reliable information obtained 
here. 

The oil resources of Argentina are at- 
tracting much British attention, it seems, 
in addition to the investment and co- 
operative work by many of the Argentine 
railways, and the government of the re- 
public.

Pipeline Revenue in April 
WASHINGTON, June 1, 1922.

This is a re- 
markable decrease from the figure for 
April, 1921, when the government’s rev- 
enue from this source was $920,206.60. 


Wyoming Petroleum Area 
Extended by New Strike 


CASPER, Wyo., June 1, 1922. 

A new oil field has been discovered in 
Wyoming, ninety miles from the famous 
Salt Creek field, the Producers & Re- 
finers Corporation bringing in the dis- 
covery well. It is believed that approxi- 
mately the entire structure is covered 
by the company’s leases. 

Frank E. Kistler, chairman of the 
board of the corporation, announces that 
the company has just brought in a well 
in the Ferris’ field, Carbon county, 
Wyoming, at a depth of 1,800 feet, where 
the company owns leases in one block 
covering approximately 10,000 acres. The 
well has only just touched the sand, but 
is already making 500 barrels a day. The 
oil is apparently of higher grade than 
Salt Creek. 

The company has five other’ wells 
drilling in this field, three of which have 
reached the sand. Pipe and tankage are 
now being moved in for six additional 
wells, waich will be drilled immediately. 
The management expects to build up 
large production on this property by in- 
tensive drilling this summer, and later 
develop pipeline and refining facilities to 
take care of it. 


Japanese Crude Oil Prices 
Decline at Alarming Rate 


TOKIO, Japan, May 1, 1922. 

Japanese field owners are menaced with 
rapid declines in the price of crude oil, 
Which go ahead of the price of refined 
products, and endeavors are being made 
to cut down production. 

The decline in the price of crude oil 
in prominent Japanese fields began early 
last year, but up to the close of 1921 
was slow, only keeping pace with the 
average of general wholesale prices. 
Even in January this year the standard 
price at Higashiyama fields stood as 
high as 20 yen per koku (koku equals 
39.7033 gallons). For the last few 
months, however, the declining tendency 
has been particularly rapid in developing. 
According to this morning's advice from 
Niigata fields, May's standard prices 
there show much heavier drops, the gen- 
eral range being 14.50 to 16 yen per koku. 

The declines have all been ahead of 
those in refined products, and oftentimes 
shocked the petroleum market heavily. 
The effect of the latest drop is not yet 
apparent in the market for refined prod- 
ucts, but it is apprehended that it may 
Start heavy recessions. The Japanese 
Bureau of Mines opines that the fall of 
prices will sooner or later affect the pro- 
duction of crude oil in Japan. 

As to prospects for the oil industry 
generally, Mr. Hisahiro Naito, president 
of the Nippon Oil Co., stated last week 
at a semi-annual meeting of his com- 
pany that the price of petroleum had 
already fallen away badly, the decline 
having been particularly heavy in the 
price of crude oil. “Japanese crude oil 
still turns round 15 yen per koku, but 
Mexican oil is going a-begging at 10 yen. 
Borneo oil is easily obtained at 13 yen. 
But the decline will not stop soon but 
g0 on increasing both in its rapidity and 
volume,” said the oil magnate. In his 
opinion importation of foreign crude oil 
is not responsible for this decline as far 
as it is done to cater to the Japanese 
navy, which, in his opinion, will not cut 
down its consumption of fuel oil on ac- 
count of the projected armament reduc- 
tion. As regards the effect, however, of 
importation on the general market, no 
optimism is warrantable, although thus 
far it has been not very serious. 


Argentine Oil Goes to Germany 
WASHINGTON, May 29, 1922. 

A cablegram from Commercial Attache 
Kdward Ik. Feely, at Buenos Aires, says 
that an export shipment amounting to 
7,687 metric tons (about 57,600 barrels) 
of Argentine petroleum has been dis- 
patched to Germany. This is the first 
shipment of Argentine petroleum to Eu- 
rope that has been reported, as Argentine 
exports of petroleum have been hitherto 
confined to Uruguay and other nearby 
countries. 

In connection with the reported ship- 
ment to Germany it is interesting to note 
that two German controlled companies, 
the Astra and Compania Kinkelin, are 
prominent in Argentine oil affairs. It is 
said that the latter company represents 
the interests of the German capitalist, 
Hugo Stinnes. 

The Argentine Government is constantly 
increasing its activities in the national 
petroleum fields in Comodoro Rivadavia 
and in Neuquen, The average weekly 
output of the State wells at Comodoro 
Rivadavia for three weeks of March, 1922, 
was 5.355 cubic meters (33,683 barrels). 
At this rate, the production of these State 
wells for the year would be about 1,751,- 
000 barrels.

Soda Ash Freight Rate Upheld 


WASHINGTON, May 31, 1922. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
today announced its decision against the 
complainant in the case of the Salem 
Glass Works, et al., vs. the Michigan Cen- 
tral Railroad Co., Director General, et al. 
The complainants alleged that the rate of 
29% cents charged on 29 carloads of soda 
ash shipped from Detroit and Wyandotte, 
Mich., to Salem and Millville, N. J., was 
unreasonable, unduly prejudicial, and 
illegal. Tone commission, however, has 
ruled otherwise, finding that the rate as- 
sailed was ‘‘not unreasonable or otherwise 
unlawful,” and the complaint is dismissed. 


Chemical Salesmen Learn 
Purchasing Agents’ Attitude 


“Buying in a Buyer’s Market” was the 
subject of a paper read at a meeting of 
the New York Chapter, Salesmen’s Asso- 
ciation of the American Chemical Indus- 
try, held at the Advertising Club, 47 East 
25th Street, this city, May 25, by W. G. 


Langford, director of the National Asso- 
ciation of Purchasing Agents and vice- 
president of the New York Purchasing 


Agents’ Club. 

Mr. Langford’'s address, although treat- 
ing his subject from the viewpoint of the 
purchasing agent, was replete with inter- 
est for his salesmen auditors in setting 
forth the attitude of the men with whom 
salesmen come particularly in contact. 

Purchasing, the speaker held, has not 
had proper recognition, although there has 
been improvement in this regard in the 
past few years. Pointing out the im- 
portant influence of purchasing practices 
on the cost of commodities, Mr. Langford 
urged that they be viewed as having a 
most direct connection with profits, and as 
matters of great responsibility. 

The first duty of the purchasing agent, 
said he, is to his company, and this must 


not be lost sight of amid the difficulties 
of the agent’s varied contact with men. 
He advised strenuously against taking 
chances. 

Co-operation with other departments, 
the speaker considered of utmost im- 


portance, and he urged its full cultivation, 
as well as earnest striving for harmony 
in the purchasing department itself. 

The purchasing agent’s attitude toward 
salesmen and the firms they represent was 
emphasized by Mr. Langford. He cau- 
tioned against excessive restraint, as well 
as taking too much for granted. “Know 
your subject,” was the burden of his ad- 
vice. His approval of open competition 
Was vigorous. Although he believed in 
friendly personal relations, he favored

Aluminum Salts Output in 1921 


WASHINGTON, May 31, 1922. 

Figures on the production of bauxite 
and aluminum chemicals in the United 
States last year were announced today by 
the U. S. Geological Survey, based on in- 
formation collected and compiled by J. M. 
Hill, one of the geologists who specializes 
on such products, 

Aluminum chemicals made from bauxite 
and other clay to the amount of 184,820 
short tons, valued at $7,546,000, were mar- 
keted in the country in 1921. These 
chemicals were made from 64,380 tons of 
bauxite and 9,830 tons of high-aluminum 
clay, having a total value of $1,028,800 at 


the chemical works. 
Six companies report sales of 6,280 
short tons of ammonia alum. Only one 


company made potash alum from bauxite 


and two made and sold sodium alum. 
Aluminum chloride was made at five 
plants, from which 5,646 short tons were 


sold. 


Commercial aluminum sulphate was 
made at nineteen industrial plants and 
five municipal waterworks in 1921. The 
sales amounted to 154,920 short. tons. 
Municipal water-purification plants made 


3.060 short tons of “Hoover” alumina sul- 
phate, at an average cost of $17 a ton. 
High alumina clays are now being used 
as the crude material for making this 
chemical. Iron-free aluminum sulphate 
was made at six plants in 1921, and the 
total sales amounted to 11.000 short tons. 
The production of bauxite in the United 
States in 1921 was 139,550 long tons, val- 
ued at $889,800. This is not much more 
that one-fourth of the production in 1920.

Rates Authorized by F. T. C. 


WASHINGTON, May 31, 1922. 

In response to application of F. L. Spei- 
den, carriers’ agent under tariff 342,

points named in the tariff, they are au- 
thorized to establish rates on cyanamid, 
carloads, from the designated points of 
origin to points in Louisiana, the same 
as the community rates contemporane- 
ously in effect on fertilizer material, car- 
loads, from and to the same points, with- 
out observing the long-and-short-haul 
provisions of the law. 


On consideration of the application of 
F. W. Gomph, agent for the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe railroad, respecting 
traffic in cottonseed, the commission has 
authorized rates on cottonseed, carloads, 
from Phoenix and Fair Grounds, Ariz., to 
El Paso, Texas, the same as the rates 
contemporaneously in effect on like traf- 
fic from Phoenix to El Paso via the direct 


route of the Arizona Eastern Railroad 
and Southern Pacific Company, and 
higher rates at intermediate points, with 


provisos. 

As to anotner application of Mr. Spei- 
den for carriers participating in transpor- 
tation of linseed meal and gluten feed 
from St. Louis, Mo., East St. Louis, IIl1., 
switching district to southeastern points, 
the commission authorizes proportionar 
rates on linseed meal, carloads, and 
gluten feed, carloads, from St. Louis, Mo., 
East St. Louis, Ill., switching district to 
southeastern points and points in Florida 


south of the Seaboard Air Line Railway, 
River Junction to Jacksonville, Fla., the 
same as the proportional rates contem- 


poraneously in effect on corn, carloads, 


and wheat, carloads, respectively, from 
and to the same points. 

These orders are not to be construed 
as meaning that the commission approves 
of any rates that may be filed under the 
authorities given above; all such rates 
being subject to complaint, investigation 
and correction if in conflict with any pro- 
vision of the Interstate Commerce Law.

Physician Pleads Protection 
For Organic Chemical Industry 


WASHINGTON, May 31, 1922. 


Representative Layton of Delaware. a 
physician by profession, has in the Con- 
sgressional Record a speech on the im- 
portance of the synthetie chemical in- 
dustry in this country. After reviewing 
the history of this branch of chemistry, 
chiefly abroad, he referred to the im- 
portance of the industry in this country 
for reasons of national defense. Dr. Lay- 
ton added :- 

“T desire to make the declaration tat 
in the light of discoveries, and in the 





that the DuPont Co. has $353,000.000 in- 
vested in dye, chemical and allied corpora- 
tions, Layton asked if the Senator would 


be better pleased if it had only $353 or 
353 cents invested in these lines “so that

The United States must be supreme in 
chemical knowledge for its own safety, 
declared Mr. Layton.

as a matter of patriotism. In closing he 
implored Congress ‘‘to shut its ears to all 


demagogy. all selfish and special pleas, 
all foreign propaganda, and give to this 
most vital industry its fullest protection 


for the sake of the American people.”

WASHINGTON, June 3, 1922. 

Argentine imports showed an increase 
during the month of May, particularly 
imports from the United States and Ger- 
many, according to a cable from Com- 
mercial Attache Feely. Exports gave evi- 
dence of a decline. .

Cottonseed Oil Consumption 
Hampered by Italian Tariff 


WASHINGTON, June 3, 1922. 

When on July 1, last, the Italian Gov- 
ernment doubled the duty on cottonseed 
oil and fixed the duty on soya bean, coco- 
nut, palm kernel and other vegetable oils 
at less than half that on cottonseed oil, 
the Italian market for American cotton- 
seed oil was practically wiped out, states 
Special] Representative Dennis of the De- 
partment of Commerce at Rome. This not 
only hits the American producers but is a 
serious thing for the Italian consumers, 
who have learned to use cottonseed oil in 
place of butter for cooking purposes. 
Owing to the long, hot summers, the dairy 
industry from Rome south has never 


amounted to much, and a cheap substi- 
tute for butter, which is extremely scarce 
and high, has been a great blessing to 
many households. Further, the use of cot- 
tonseed oil has permitted increased ex- 
ports of native olive oil, which commands 
in foreign markets double the c. i. f. price 
of imported cottonseed oil. From the 
standpoint of cheapness, soya bean oil 
possesses little advantage over cottonseed 
oil, and the latter is much better appre- 
ciated by the Italian consumer. 


French Olive Oil Outlook 


WASHINGTON, June 3, 1922. 


Economic conditions in France will seri- 
ously handicap the production of olive oil, 
reports Consul Maybrook, at Nice. While 
the olive crop for the year 1922 is con- 
sidered good and the quality of oil will 
no doubt be high, the commercial situ- 
ation is not looked upon favorably by ex- 
porters. In 1921 the price of olive oil was 
about 40 francs per gallon, with an aver- 
age rate of exchange for the dollar being 
13.50 franes; at the present time the same 
quality oil is sold at 20 irancs per gallon, 
with an average April exchange rate of 
11 francs.

Affairs in the drug market last 
week were largely controlled by the 
two holidays which opened the period. 
In fact, all intents and purposes 
there was no market from Friday to 
Wednesday, and this extended period 
of suspended business gave the entire 
week under review an aspect of unim- 
portance. Certa’nly business was little 
aided by the long week end holiday, 
but it would perhaps be too much to 
intimate that any real setback had oc- 
curred. 

. In a measure, the Wed 
ing mails in part, at least, made up for 
the short character of the trading 
week. All houses reported a good ac- 
cumulation of orders which gave 
everyone the appearance of being very 
busy, and there was natura‘ly consid- 
erable activity to fill the orders on 
Thursday and secure prompt shipment. 

All in all, however, it could not be 
called a satisfactory business week, 
and if no serious effects were felt it 
was more because of the inherent 
strength of the market rather than for 
the size of orders, and the total vol- 
ume of business booked by the close. 

Crude drugs generally displayed 
stead.ness as to price positions and 
firmness as to undertones. While there 
existed the usual amount of minor 
price shading, no unexpected develop- 
ments occurred either in the way of 
advances and declines. However, one 
long overdue and expected movement 
took place. Wild cherry bark has been 
notoriously weak, owing to the heavy 
carryover stocks which are on hand 
because of the disappointments of the 
consumption season just closed. With 
a new crop being collected, pr.ces have 
long been expected to show a _ reac- 
tionary movement, It came last week 
when values were dropped on all va- 
rieties.

This feeling was supported by the con- 
tinued strength noted in foreign mar- 
kets. The situation at the domestic 
sources of supply was perhaps less 
assured, but there still remains sixty 
days which must pass before anything 
like certain and definite information 
relative to general collection of crude 
drugs can be had. 

The rather steady and 
tones of the botanical 
reflected in the drug and fine chemical 
group. There were no important price 
changes made by manufacturers. 
Speculative items such; as menthol, 
camphor and quinine were quiet. In 
fact, most of the speculative qualities 
formerly noted in quinine have sur- 
rendered to the more or less intimate 
and thorough international control of 
the material. Some rather wild and 
irresponsible things have been said of 
menthol, but none of them have been 
confirmed by sales made at the sug- 
gested prices. It would appear that 
for the time being the spot market has 
sadied and future developments will 
in a large measure denvend on the turns 
of events in Japan. As to camphor, 
there has been no dumping of supplies 
despite recent increases in stock. 
However, one significant thing was 
noted, namely, that where profitable 
purchase of foreign refined camphor 
can be made, the domestic makers are 
not adverse to purchasing the manu- 
factured product rather than trying to 
meet competition with their own goods 
refined from the comparatively high 
cost crude in hand and available for 
shipment. The buying of camphor fu- 
tures was reported heavy.

SEATTLE, May 27, 1922. 

The market on castor oil was again fea- 
tureless as far as the industrial grades were 
concerned, although some selling in small 
lots was noted on medicinal stock. Nothing 
was received as to the primary market situa- 
tion, and in the absence of such advices 
prices closed unchanged at 9c. asked on the 
No. 3 grade in sellers’ tanks, and 9c. asked 
for c. i. f. items also. 

Desultory inquiries for castor oil are noted 
from time to time, the price being nominally 
1014,c. per pound, duty paid, for the Oriental 
grade. Buyers are unwilling to pay this 
price while stocks are being sold at auction 
by the Government from time to time.

Report in the local 
market had it that the business had 
been booked at lower prices abroad, 
England being suggested as the coun- 
try receiving the business Although 
this report had a semi-official aspect, 
market comment intimated that the 
business had not actually gone abroad, 
but that domestic producers were still 
in the ring and might secure the con- 
tract.

CORIANDER.—The spot holding is 
small and in a few hands who are 
not accepting business at less than 
$11.50@12 per pound. Rumored hold- 


ings at $10.50 per pound failed to de- 
velop on presentation of firm orders. 
The latter price is close to first-hand 
replacement costs. 
EUCALYPTUS.—The market was 
weak owing to lack of buying interest 
and the pressure of shipment goods to 
this market, according to some in the 


trade. The nominal quotation was 35 
@3ic. per pound, but there was little 
buying at that position. 
ERIGEREON. — Country holders 
were steadier in their views, but there 
is a considerable stock on spot which

London scored a sharp uplift when, 
on Thursday, August sold at 382s. 64d., 
and sellers’ ideas rose to 385s. per 
hundredweight. October was quoted 
377s. 6d. on actual business, and fol- 
lowing sales at that figure the price 
advanced to 382s. 6d. The August 
asking price worked out at about 
76%c. per pound; the October, 764c. 
per pound. London stocks totaled 12,- 
095 packages on June 1. 

Demand on spot was reported good 
by importers, although some intimated 
that the total volume of trade could 
easily be overestimated. However, it 
is certain that there have been liberal 
sales of bone dry for spot and nearby 
delivery. Second hands reported taking 
a fair share of the business, but 
bleachers declared that demand from 
consumers was coming in from a fairly 
wide representation of users. 

As to the future, all were not in 
agreement. Some believed that this 
time consumers would not be 
stampeded into buying, but would hold 
off. Sound reasoning suggested this to 
be a dangerous course, as there seems 
to be no doubt that the Calcutta mar- 
ket is fundamentally strong, and that 
operators there realize the strength of 
their own position, as well as the state 
of consumers’ stocks here. Other 
operators and importers were fon- 
firmed bulls on the market for the 
balance of the summer. 

Whatever the future may hold, there 
was no disputing the strong and ad- 
vancing tendency which ruled the spot 
market last week. 

Deliveries of shellac at Calcutta dur- 
ing the past week showed 332 tons, as 
compared with 345 tons for the same 
week ago. Eleven tons of sticklac 
were also delivered, as against twenty- 
one tons last year at the same period.

BAYBERRY.—Sellers reported that 
most of the low priced and semi-dis- 
tressed lots had been taken up and 
that imported goods on spot now com- 
manded 23@24c. per pound.

BEES.—African wax has gone up 
sharply on adverse stock news from 
European shipment centers.

For shipment, the nominal quotation 
was 25c. per pound, but stocks were 
practically exhausted. Cuban, San Do- 
mingo and Porto Rican dark wax was 
quoted 25c. per pound. There were no 
spot holdings of Chilean or Brazilian 
wax, but shipment on Chilean stood at 
32@35c., while for Brazilian 30c. per 
pound would have to be paid. Refined 
wax has risen along with the crude 
material. At the close 29@32c. per 
pound was the market; for white, pure, 
40@42c. per pound was reached during

1 was firmer at 40@42c. per pound, and 
some short sales are said to have been 
made at as low as 37c. per pound. No. 2 
regular stood at 32@33c. and No. 2 
North Country, 23@24c, per pound.

Futures 
declined, June-July being offered at 
14%4c. per pound. For goods within 10 
days of landing 15%c. per pound was 
wanted by spot importers; for two 
weeks away, 15\%c. per pound was the 
price. 

MONTAN.—Spot has declined slight- 
ly and crude was offered at 5@5\c. per 
pound.

Narcotic Law Amendment 


Ties Up Warehoused Goods 


Through its becoming effective as of the 
date of its approval by the President, the 
Miller-Jones amendments to the Federal 
anti-narcotic law appears to have caused 
some confusion as to the status of nar- 
cotics warehoused after importation prior 
to the signing of the amendment. It is 
officially held that such goods cannot be 
withdrawn until their disposition § shall 
have been further considered. 

When the bill was signed by the Presi- 
dent May 26, Assistant Secretary Ciifford 
of the Treasury Department wired the 
various collective customs ports in the 
country as follows:— 

Narcotic drugs import and export act ap- 
p.oved by President and effective May 26 
makes unlawful importations of opium, 
leaves, cocaine, or any salt, derivative, or 
preparation of opium, coca leaves or cocaine, 
except crude opium and coca leaves may be 
imported under certain conditions. Crude 
opium and coca leaves now in United States 
or en route may be entered for warehouse, 
but may not be withdrawn for any purpose 
pending further instructions. Disposition of 
shipments of other articles en route May 2s 
will be determined later. Until otherwise in- 
structed, follow definitions opium, cocaine, 
preparation and _ derivative in regulations 
Treasury Decision 38,381. Pending

instructions permit no intransit or export ship- 
ments. See page 7455, Congressional Record, 
May 12, for full text of act. 

This telegram was construed by New 
York Customs officials to prevent the 
entry of any narcotics other than crude 
opium and coca leaves, and to permit 
entry, only for warehouse, of any crude 
opium or coca leaves in United States 
ports or en route on the date mentioned, 
and to prevent withdrawal for use until 
further instructions from Washington. 
This was taken up with Washington by 
the Collector of the Port, and the Treasury 
officials agreed that the embargo against 
withdrawal did not apply to narcotics 
which had been warehoused prior to the 
date that the act became effective. 
Customs officials also construed the tele- 
gram to prohibit any intransit shipment 
of narcotics, and to prevent any exporta- 
tion of narcotic until further instructions 
were issued. 

The effect of these instructions is looked 
upon as absolutely stopping legitimate ex- 
port trade in narcotics until the Sec- 
retaries of State, Commerce and _ the 
Treasury formulate regulations. The reg- 
ulations under the act of 1914, it is pointed 
out, were not formulated until six years 
after that act was passed. Manufacturers 
of derivatives of narcotics conclude that 
the new act, as interpreted, while per- 
mitting the importation of crude opium 
and coca leaves, prevents manufacturers 
from taking possession of them until the 
three secretaries formulate the regula- 
tions, 

The department has in one instance re- 
fused to permit the entry for consumption 
of manufactured narcotics which, it is 
said, arrived in this country two days 
before the act became effective. This is 
considered to make the act retroactive, 
inasmuch as the courts have for years 
established that a shipment is complete 
when the goods are landed in the United 
States.

While there were a number of price 
fluctuations in miscellaneous chemicals 
last week, none of the big items came 
in for any radical revision. The mar- 
ket has again become inactive. Aside 
from the phenomenal export demand 
for caustic soda—which bids fair to 
last throughout the whole summer, to 
judge by the way that orders have been 
booked ahead by foreign consumers— 
and the seasonable activity in bicar- 
bonate of soda, aluminum hydrate and 
blue vitriol the market presented a dull 
appearance. 

Domestic factors no longer felt the 
effects of imported fluorides and 
bleaching powder. But there was still 
objection to the tactics of certain local 
firms with foreign connections in the 
matter of caustic potash and similar 
products. 

Last week it was possible to secure 
spot caustic potash at less than ship- 
ment cost. Enormous European capital 
is behind some spot factors, and having 
nothing else to do but handle the goods 
and quote any price that would corner 
the market the loss on transactions has 
not had to figure in their scheme of 
things. Consequently, the less fortu- 
nately placed merchant, doing things 
“on his own,” so to speak, has had to 
suffer. It is hoped that some day this 
condition of affairs will be remedied. 
On the other hand, injudicious impor- 
tation has been found to be as bad, 
if not worse, for the market than busi- 
ness tactics just outlined. Yellow prus- 
siate of soda serves as an example of 
how to overdo a good thing. It has 
certainly been overdone, but the break 
of 3c. in prices has frightened out the 
speculative element, so that was some 
gain. Further advances were thought 
to be in line, and this week may bring 
them out, according to the trade. 

The tanning industry has been buy- 
ing nothing of late. That resulted ina 
slump in soda sulphide.

CARBON TETRACHLORIDE.—Pro- 
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ducers quoted from

around 10c. in quantity lots. 

COPPER CARBONATE.— Scattered 
buying of small lots was the best that 
could be said of the trading here. Quo- 
tations were unchanged at 18c. per 
pound. A rather firmer undercurrent 
was apparent. 

COPPER OXIDE.—Has been in ex- 
cellent demand, with supplies avail- 
able only from first hands, and quoted 
at 15@16c. per pound. The position 
of the copper market has resulted in a 
very firm tone here, and the continua- 
tion of present demand was thought 
would affect prices soon. 

COPPERAS.—Tightness of supplies 
in this market has been relieved to 
some eXtent, at least. Consumers have 
been receiving deliveries in good shape 
on contracts, but the casual buyer has 
been having trouble in picking up 
goods readily on spot. Stocks of im- 
ported and domestic material have in- 
creased during the past week. Some 
75 casks arrived from Hamburg dur- 
ing the previous week and a domestic 
maker announced supplies of prime 
crystals now to be had at $15 per ton 
in bulk; $17 in bags, and $19 in bar- 
rels. Imported was around lc. per 
pound. 

FERRIC CHLORIDE.—Not much ac- 
tivity was noted and prices of crystals 
were lower at 8@9c. per pound. Liquid 
was not moving at all. The price re- 
mained more or less nominal at 5@é6c. 

GLAUBER’S SALT.—Imported was 
to be had at 65@85c. per 100 pounds 
on spot. There was no demand. Con- 
sumers did not care to take the foreign 
as the quality was too doubtful and 
none of it really measured to test. 
Domestic prime goods were as high 
as $1.50 on spot in barrels. There has 
been a little buying lately of quality 
material, but on the whole the market 
was slack. 

LEAD ACETATE.—Despite the fact 
that producers have reduced the price 
there has been no increase in de- 
mand. The market remained as dull 
as ever, with supplies heavy, and all 
of the sellers apparently resigned to 
continue dullness.

Trading 
has been confined to small lots for 
routine requirements only, and none 
of the consuming trades were buying 
for the future. 

PHOSPHORUS.—Imported material 
has seriously cut into sales of domes- 
tic goods. While the quality of foreign 
phosphorus has been severely criti- 
cized in some cases, consumers have 
been prejudiced in favor of it on ac- 
count of the extremely low prices that 
have been quoted. Both the red and 
yellow grades were quoted by dealers 
at 25c. per pound, as against a price of 
45c. for domestic red, and 35c. for yel- 
low. Sesquisulphide was held by mak- 
ers at 40@42c. 

POTASH CAUSTIC.—Spot 88@92 per 
cent. imported was to be had cheaper 
than it cost to import. Dealers who 
have had the temerity to bring in 
goods recently stated that the best 
they could possibly sell at was 6c. per 
pound, but there have been offerings 
at 5%c., and sales actually occurred 
at that price. The importer has offered 
to brokers, so that actually under 5c. 
has been done. The fact of these 
cheap goods has caused cnosiderable 
comment in the trade, and not a little 
unpleasant talk. Majority of sellers 
insisted on the 6c. price, but the lower 
price was continually in evidence as a 
disturbing influence. There have been 
plenty of inquiries, but factors have 
not done much trading. Domestic was 
unchanged at 8c. at works. 

POTASH CARBONATE.—T he 
strength previously commented on in 
this section has begun to wane owing 
to the prolonged absence of buyers 
from the market. Stocks at best were 
small; 96@98 per cent. hydrated was 
extremely scarce, and prices were 
maintained by that reason alone. 
Other grades were more plentiful, and 
the easier feeling more apparent there- 
in. At the close 96@98 per cent. was 
6%@i7c. per pound; 80@85 per cent. 
calcined, 64%@6%c. 

POTASH CLORATE.—From 6%éc. to 
7c. per pound was quoted on imported. 
Demand has been along fair lines, but 
the market did not present unusual 
features, Prices showed very little 
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variation, but it was hard to get ship- 
ments, and that was a strengthening 
factor. Supplies, too, were on the light 
side. Domestic was held at 8c. at 
works by makers, and recently quite 
a little business has been done in that 
direction despite the high price. It 
was held the quality of domestic was 
sufficiently superior to warrant the 
higher price. 

SALT CAKE.—Not much on spot, 
and prices were high at $25 per ton for 
bulk. At the works some by-product 
has been quoted as low as $18 per ton, 
but most producers quoted at $20. 


SALTPETER.—Refiners quoted as 
follows per pound:—Granulated, 74@ 
7%c.; powdered, 9@9'%c.; and crystals, 
according to size, 85@10%c. Demand 
was along quiet routine lines, with 
consumers taking the usual quanti- 
ties, mostly on contract withdrawal, 
a prompt business coming to 
iand. 

SODA ACETATE.—A firm tone char- 
acterized this section, as supplies were 
not overly plentiful and have been 
fairly well taken up on contract. Few 
were in a position to take on any 
prompt business of large proportions. 
For such it was unlikely less than 5c. 
per pound would have been accepted. 
On contract some have done 4c. at 
works. 

SODA ASH.—Spot goods were tight- 
ly held by dealers, who quoted bags at 
$1.80@2 per 100 pounds and barrels the 
usual premium over. A _ better con- 
sumptive interest has been in evi- 
dence, and there has also been some 
small increase in the export movement, 
although as yet it has not amounted 
to a great deal, all told. Producers 
have been having the time of their 
lives. Demand has been extraordinary 
for the season, and the way orders 
have come in has been gratifying, to 
say the least. The past month’s busi- 
ness has been about the best this year, 
and even better was looked for this 
month. Producers quoted light ash 
on contract at $1.10, basis 48 per cent., 
in bulk, $1.20 in bags, and $1.40 in bar- 
rels, 

SODA BICARBONATE.—Producers 
quoted at $1.75 per 100 pounds at 
works at $2.05 spot. Demand has been 
very good of late, showing the usual 
improvement at this time of year. 

SODA BISULPHITE.—Inactivity in 
all principal consuming trades has laid 
this market on the shelf, so to speak. 
Makers controlled the situation, how- 
ever, and have been able to surmount 
the dullness without any loss in prices. 
Powdered was $4@4.50 per 100 pounds; 
and liquid, 35 per cent., $1.35@1.50. 

SODA CAUSTIC.—There was no 
change in quotations of leading pro- 
ducers for contracts.

carlots. Contract withdrawal last 
month was the heaviest so far this 
year, and the way the first couple of 
days of June have gone indicated there 
would be no let-up in the demand 
throughout the month. As a matter or 
fact, some slight shortage has occurred 
and some delay in shipments was 
noted in a few instances. Factors 
hardly anticipated quite such a rush 
of orders and were not in a position 
to immediately respond to the enor- 
mous increase required of them. Ef- 
forts are being made to catch up and 
it seemed likely a normal state would 
exist shortly.

very steady tone, 

SODA SAL.— Producers quoted at 
$1.20@1.45 per 100 pounds. Spot sup- 
plies were small, and while demand has 
not been exceptional, the market was 
firm in tone. 

SODA SILICATE.—Contract with- 
drawals were hardly so heavy as dur- 
ing the previous week, but the usual 
run of small lot orders have been re- 
ceived and dealers were doing an ac- 
tive spot business. This is about the 
busiest time for this material, and the 
market has averaged well up to the 
limit of former years. Prices were 
$2.20 per 100 pounds for 60-degree and 
85@95c. for 40-degree. 

SODA SULPHIDE.—With tanneries 
all closed or else running at very low 
schedule, there has been no outlet for 
supplies of sulphide.

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man cables as they arrived. Those re- 
ceived late last week indicated that the 
best price now obtainable on shipments 
was tully 2c. to 3c. above the price do- 
mestic makers quoted. Naturally, the 
market almost immediately responded. 
There have been very heavy importa- 
tions this spring, but consumption has 
been great as well, and relatively light 
stocks remained in dealers’ hands. The 
action of tartaric has been jubilantly 
contrasted with that of citric. The lat- 
ter has moved very little, and with the 
price to import as high as it now is, 
there was not much opportunity for the 
speculative element to get an inning. 
However, various other features in 
citric have to be taken into considera- 
tion which do not figure, or else hardly 
at all, in tartaric. One is the extreme 
lightness of stocks of citric in the pos- 
session of domestic makers. It was 
Stated that producers were just ade- 
quately enough stocked to take care of 
legitimate inquiries. Beyond that they 
had nothing. Rumors persisted that 
there would be advances shortly, but 
these have been stoutly denied by the 
makers. 

Acetic was moving poorly, and while 
factors have not openly lowered their 
quotations, rumors that glacial was 
available at very low prices were not 
denied. It has long been known that 
certain makers have become mighty 
tired of carrying stocks of glacial and 
would do almost anything to unload. 
A similar but not so marked condition 
existed in the other grades, but as 
these have been in a little better re- 
quest, price subterfuges have not been 
so pronounced. 

The usual seasonable demand for 
commercial phosphoric has set in, but 
without having so far reacted on the 


price. That remained very low. Hy- 
driodie acid advanced 35c. 
The mineral acids have been neg- 


lected. Prices for muriatic and sul- 
phuric were anybody’s guess. Every- 
thing has been heard on sulphuric and 
what the actual inside is only the sell- 
ers and buyers themselves know, and 
none have been in a confidential mood. 
Muriatic was too plentiful to allow of 
any firmness to quotations. The de- 
mand has been meager and supplies 
have piled up in all directions. 

The following index numbers have 
been compiled from twelve representa- 
tive acids, and give an indication of 
the present market situation as com- 
pared with normal times.

FORMIC.—Makers named 18@20c. 
per pound, and have been filling a 


large number of small orders at those 
levels. A manifest tendency of con- 
sumers was to hug conservative chan- 
nels when buying and not to take any- 
thing beyond their immediate require- 
ments. This has resulted in a rather 
spotty market. Supplies were not 
heavy, however, and were rather nar- 
rowly held and the undercurrent was 
firm. 

HYDRIODIC.—An advance of 35c. 
occurred in the 45 per cent., and the 
new prices now ranged from $2.60 to 
$2.65 per pound, The commercial 
grade was unaffected, and the quota- 
tion for it was still 55@57c. per pound. 

HYDROFLUORIC.—Conditions were 
essentially unchanged from _ those 
commented on in previous issues of 
the Reporter. Prices have not changed 
for some time, and as there has been 
no change in the price of basic prod- 
ucts seemed likely to remain at steady 
levels for some time to come, The 
present is the inactive season. Sup- 
plies have been allowed to reach the 
minimum levels, and none of the pro- 
ducers has been actively engaged in 
manufacturing for that reason.

MURIATIC.—None of the mineral 
acids have been in request, and muri- 
atic has perhaps suffered more than 
the rest. Over-production has been 
pronounced—by-product acid has ac- 
cumulated to great extent, and now 
greatly worries a lot of holders. No 
ready market has been found, and no 
matter to what lengths price cutting 
is taken, buying response remained 
conspicuous by its absence. Any 
range at the moment could only be an 
approximate one, as the actual price 
would be the result of negotiation and 
depend on selling conditions and quan- 
tity.

son, and the outlook in general seems 
most favorable. Some manufacturers 
of fertilizer materials who are booking 
contracts for all-year deliveries say the 
business they are doing is the best they 
ever did at this season. 

More interest is being shown in pot- 
ash than is usuat at this season, as im- 
porters have lowered their prices and 
are making active efforts to book for 
deliveries between now and the end 
of September. The pending tariff legis- 
lation naturally increases interest in 
this material, and indications are that 
imports will be very heavy during the 
next few months. If information that 
has reached the government in regard 
to routings of foreign potashes is cor- 
rect it would appear that plans are 
being made to pile up a whole season’s 
Supply on this side of the water. 

From Baltimore comes the informa- 
tion that Chesapeake fish factories 
have been able to book orders ahead 
for scrap to such an extent that May 
sales covered all that can be produced 
during June and July, unless the catch 
should prove unusually large. 

Recent receipts of nitrate of soda 
have been heavy, and there is no longer 
any shortage of the material in this 
country. It was unfortunate that sup- 
plies did not reach here earlier in the 
season, for demand at the present time 
is not active. In spite of this ,however, 
the market holds steady and is in the 
hands of importers, very little nitrate 
being available for resale offerings at 
the present time. 

The market is still waiting for an 
announcement of the contract price of 
sulphate of ammonia for all-season de- 
liveries. This has been expected for 
some time, but last week it was stated 
that it would probably not be decided 
on for another week or ten days. There 
have been a number of conferences be- 
tween representatives of the large dis- 
tributors and consumers, but it would 
seem that there has been a good deal 
of difference of opinion as to what the 
new price should be. This is largely 
responsible for the announcement being 
delayed. Until this price is named and 
domestic consumers have had a chance 
to book their orders, no export busi- 
ness will be doing. The promise, how- 
ever, is that export demand will be 
active as soon as American producers 
are ready to do business for foreign 
consumption. There was a worldwide 
shortage of this material last season, 
and it does not seem that Great Britain 
will be able to export any more this 
year than it did last, while it is gen- 
erally expected that Germany will not 
be much of a factor in the market for 
some time to come. 

An interesting feature of the situa- 
tion last week was the information that 
reached the market to the effect that 
a consignment of 500 tons of sulphate 
of ammonia was afloat from England 
for this port. No foreign sulphate has 
been coming into this country since the 
war, and the movement in this direc- 
tion at this time was taken by some to 
be in the nature of a speculation upon 
a duty being placed upon the material. 
It was rumored that other shipments 
might follow the initial one. 

There has been a decided improve- 
ment in the tone of the local blood 
and tankage market, and stocks in pro- 
ducers’ hands are so small that there 
is no disposition to make concessions 
to move goods. Producers are looking 
forward to an active demand this fall, 
and when they cannot get what they 
think their material is worth, they 
show no disinclination to send it into 
storage. 

Producers of phosphate rock are 
watching with much interest the efforts 
of the German Government to secure 
a loan. Germany needs this material 
very much, and if it should secure a 
loan there is no doubt that it would 
take more American rock. As it is, 
German purchases this season promise 
to be larger than was expected at the 
beginning of the year. Naturally the 
same conditions which would improve 
the rock market would also favorably 
affect the acid phosphate market. 

While the industry naturally wel- 
comes the prospect of lower freight 
rates with enthusiasm, there is more 
or less uncertainty as yet as to just 
what reductions will be made, and the 
traffic departments of some of the 
large corporations have informed their 
organizations that they will not be 


able to furnish a definite statement 
concerning the new rates until the 
Interstate Commerce Commission gives 
out some more information concern- 
ing the changes to be made. 

There are two reasons why stocks of 
materials in the hands of mixers are 
very small indeed just at this time. 
In the first place, the spring demand 
turned out better than had been ex- 
pected, and, second, much more than 
normal conservatism was shown in 
placing orders. As a rule floors are 
clean, and consumers will have to 
come into the market for all the fer- 
tilizer materials they will use during 
the rest of the year. For this reason 
the business this summer should be 
better than it has been for several 
years, and there is every indication 
that it will be a great deal better than 
it was last summer. There is no in- 
dication that there is going to be any 
departure from the plan of buying as 
conservatively as is safe, but the feel- 
ing in the industry is more optimistic 
than it was a short time ago, and this 
is going to have its effect.

Nitrogen Fertilizers 


COTTONSEED MEAL.—There was 
very little interest in meal in this mar- 
ket last week. New England consum- 
ers are through buying for the season, 
although the buying season lasted 
longer this year than usual. Condi- 
tions are such that holders of the 
small remnant of the crop still unsold 
and not willing to try for the market 
by cutting the price, and it remained 
nominally unchanged last week at $42 
@45 per ton, f. o. b. southeastern ship- 
ping points. 

BLOOD.—Although not much busi- 
ness was booked during the holiday 
week, there was a strong undertone to 
the blood market, and holders of the 
small stocks on hand were not at all 
inclined to alter their ideas as to what 
the material is worth at this time. 
Stocks are not large either in the 
South or in the West, and the outlook 
for liberal fall consumption is good. 
The local price remained nominally 
unchanged at $3.50 per unit. 

FISH SCRAP.—Chesapeake fish fac- 
tories have no reason to complain 
about the way this season’s scrap mar- 
ket has opened. Reports from Balti- 
more were to the effect that contracts 
had been already made for the delivery 
of 5,000 tons of scrap. Unless it 
should turn out to be an exceptionally 
good fishing season, this is all the 
scrap that can be expected to be pro- 
duced during June and July. While it 
is claimed that higher prices were ob- 
tained in some instances, the prevail- 
ing price at which the business was 
booked was $3.25 and 10c. per unit for 
unground dry scrap, 11 per cent. am- 
monia, and 15 per cent. bone phos- 
phate f. 0. b. The menhaden season in 
Chesapeake opened in May this year, 
and prospects of a good season are 
considered exceptionally good. At the 
opening of the season last year the 
price of dried scrap was only $3 and 
10¢c. per unit, and the outlook this year 
is for a better catch and lower costs 
than last season. There is not much 
demand for wet acidulated, which was 
offered last week at $2.75 and 40c. per 
unit, f. o. b. fish factories. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The fact that 
there is practically no resale nitrate 
offering holds the market steady, al- 
though receipts recently have been 
very heavy and demand is slow. Of 
course most of the material that has 
been brought in had been sold to ar- 
rive, and for this reason stocks in im- 
porters’ hands are not large enough 
to be a weight on the market. There 
was as high as $2.70 asked for spot de- 
livery last week, but it was possible 
to buy at $2.65 per 100 pounds, the 
same price as was quoted for the pre- 
vious week. Many consumers seem to 
be waiting to see what the price of 
sulphate of ammonia is going to be 
before placing forward orders for ni- 
trate of soda. Last season nitrate 
prices were so high as compared with 
the cost of sulphate, that consump- 
tion was materially reduced, and re- 
ports from abroad say that this was 
the case in Great Britain as well as in 
this country. Futures are quoted at 
$2.25@2.60, depending upon when de- 
livery is to be made, but there was not 
much future business being booked 
last week. The government still has

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it would not be surprising jf there 
would be further sales. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The 
most interesting bit of news in this 
market last week was the statement 
that 500 tons of English material was 
afloat for this country, with the proba- 
bility of more following. Production 
in England has been greatly curtailed, 
and the industrial situation in Great 
sritain is such that there seems little 
probability of any increase in this 
year’s production over that of last. 
From an importer of sulphate of am- 
monia, the United States has come to 
be a largs exporter, and none of this 
material has been coming in since the 
war. There has been a shortage of 
supplies in this country recently be- 
cause of the fact that Japan took such 
a large quantity at a time when Amer- 
ican consumers were doing nothing. 
American producers have promised to 
book no export business until domes- 
tic producers are taken care of, and 
the movement of foreign material in 
this direction at this time is generally 
taken to be an indication that the talk 
of a duty on the material has caused 
foreign producers to anticipate an ad- 
vance in the price. 

The market just ‘now is a waiting 
affair. For a long time the new con- 
tract price has been awaited, and it 
has not yet been announced. Leading 
distributors said last week that it 
would probably be a week or ten days 
before it was decided upon. The sea- 
son is such that consumers are in no 
hurry, and while brokers now and then 
get orders for small lots, the quota- 
tions at the present time are largely 
nominal. There has been some resale 
material sold under $3 per 100 pounds 
bulk at the works, recently, but that 
price about represents the market, and 
$3.25 is what double bags might be had 
at if there was any demand. 

The delay in the announcement of 
the new contract price is undoubtedly 
because of a desire on the part of pro- 
ducers and distributors to name a price 
satisfactory to consumers, with a dif- 
ference of opinion existing as to what 
the price should be. There have been 
a number of conferences over the mat- 
ter, but as yet nothing has come of 
them, and guesses as to what the 
price will be show a range of about 
50c. per 100 pounds. 

TANKAGE.—The tankage market 
was stiff last week, too stiff, in fact, 
for much business to be done. Some 
producers were asking as high as $3.50 
and 10c. per unit. They were simply 
asking it, however. It was not easy 
to get $3.25 and 10c., but no one was 
willing to sell under that price. Some 
of those who were asking above the 
market said that they would send their 
material into storage and hold it until 
fall rather than sell for less than they 
were asking, and it is this idea that 
the price is going to be much higher 
this fall than it is now that is giving 
the market its tone. 


Phosphates 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—tThere is little 
change in conditions in this market 
from week to week just at this time, 
but the outlook is improving, and there 
is every reason for believing that the 
market has gone through its worst 
period. All this year producers have 
insisted upon quoting prices away 
above what they could sell at, but they 
have not insisted upon these prices 
when there was business in sight. The 
demand late in the spring season was 
better than the early demand, and 
there has been a decided improvement 
in the situation as far as domestic is 
concerned. What the business lacks 
is an improvement in the export de- 
mand, and that may come if the loans 
to foreign governments now being dis- 
cussed should go through. The quota- 
tion of $8@8.50 represents the price at 
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which the market has held for some 
time. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—The hope of 
the phosphate rock producers for an 
improvement in export demand is 
based largely upon the talk of Ger- 
many being able to negotiate a loan. 
If this loan should go through, phos- 
phate rock would be one of the first 
things to feel the effect, for Germany 
needs rock badly, and is buying all it 
is able to finance. There has been 
some improvement in the domestic 
situation, as stocks in consumers’ 
hands have been materially reduced. 
There was no change in quoted prices 
last week. Quotations were:—Florida 
hand pebble, 66 per cent. minimum, 
f. o. b. mines, $3 per ton; 68 per cent., 
$3.25; 70 per cent., $3.35; basis 75 per 
cent., 74 per cent. minimum, $5.50; 75 
per cent., $6; basis 77 per cent., 76 per 
cent. minimum, $7.50; Florida high- 
grade hard rock, 77 per cent., f. 0. b. 
mines, $8.50. 

BONES.—There was very little doing 
in bone materials during the period, 
but the market showed no weakness 
and quotations were unchanged. Quo- 
tations follow:—Rough, hard, f. 0. b. 
Chicago, $25@27 per ton; soft, steamed, 
unground, f. 0. b. Chicago, $18; ground, 
steamed, 1% per cent. ammonia and 60 
per cent. bone phosphate, f. o. b. Chi- 
cago, $22@25; ground, 3 and 50 per 
cent., f. 0. b. Chicago, $25; new, ground, 
4 per cent. ammonia and 50 per cent. 
bone phosphate, f. 0, b. Chicago, $32.50; 
bone meal, New York, $34. 


Potashes 


A good deal of interest is being 
shown in this market. Consumers 
manifest a disposition to consider their 
future requirements, and a good deal 
of business is being booked under the 
terms offered by the French and Ger- 
man importers for purchases up to the 
end of this month for deliveries run- 
ning until the end of September. The 
terms of these contracts have already 
been explained in these columns. The 
Germans are naming a flat price and 
are not making rebates, while the 
French are bound by a contract made 
last year to give certain customers 10 
per cent. extra material on purchases 
to a certain amount. Those who have 
the privilege of buying under this con- 
tract get their potash cheaper than 
the market, but these contract prices 
can not be quoted as the market, and 
the open prices of the German pro- 
ducers are lower than those of the 
French. 

Indications are that there will be 
heavy imports of potashes during the 
next few months, and it looks very 
much as if there would be stocks on 
hand at the end of the year sufficient 
to supply the 1923 demand. Some peo- 
ple said that the stocks on hand at tne 
beginning of this year were large 
enough to supply this year’s consump- 
tion, but this did not turn out to be 
the case, as much more potash was 
consumed this spring than it was gen- 
erally expected there would be. There 
is little coming in that is not con- 
tracted for before it arrives, although 
both the French and Germans have 
stocks out of which to make prompt 
deliveries, and these stocks promise 
to grow much larger. However, there 
was not much sulphate offering on the 
spot market last week, and in some 
markets a premium over the quoted 
price was being paid for immediate 
delivery. 

California producers expect to con- 
tinue their policy of meeting the com- 
petition of importers, but are not shad- 
ing the prices, as they say that they 
are doing business at a loss. 

Quotations follow:—Kainit, $6.50 per 
ton; manure salts, $9.50; muriate, 80@ 
85 per cent, $32; sulphate, $41.10.

The advances in basic products so 
long awaited have become fact. Pro- 
ducers announced changes in the prices 
of benzol, solvent naphtha and xylene 
last week. The changes were not un- 
expected; as a matter of fact, they had 
been forecast in the previous issue of 
the Reporter, and while the ultimate 
changes were not so extreme as had 
at first been thought likely, they were 
in ratio with the curtailment of benzol 
output. Despite the fact that there 
has been strenuous denial that the 
coal strike would affect production of 
benzol to any appreciable extent, the 
inevitable hindering of steel plant 
operations could hardly help but be 
reflected in the output of the coke 
product. 

Demand from all sources has kept 
up. Export inquiries have persisted, 
although practically nothing has been 
done in that direction during the past 
few months. Producers have not been 
able to tackle any more business than 
was offered by domestic consumers, 
and dealers have not been able to se- 
cure goods with which to do any busi- 
ness at all. Consequently, the export 
trade, which could have been so promi- 
nent a feature had supplies been avail- 
able, had to languish. 

The other advances in basic products 
were the inevitable outcome of an ad- 
vance in benzol, which is the basis of 
all of them. Refined benzols have long 
been scarce and expensive. Producers 
have not much 90 per cent. benzo] left 
for refining and have had to go slow. 
At the same time, consumption of 
xylene and naphthas has _ increased. 
Supplies of naphtha which were of 
some extent when the benzol shortage 
began to be felt, were quickly taken 
up. The resale market was wiped 
clean. At this time, there is not an 
excess gallon of any of these impor- 
tant items. 

Intermediates were too dull to feel 
any effects from the changes. Much 
as some would have liked to see ad- 
vances inaugurated, there was no op- 
portunity of even hinting at a firmer 
tone. The holiday seriously interfered 
with trading and left an impression on 
the whole week. Practically all firms 
dealing in dyestuffs and colors were 
closed Monday as well as Tuesday, 
but Wednesday’s mail did not disclose 
any accumulation of orders. The down- 
ward trend of prices was emphasized 
by only one decline of consequence, 
that of 10c. in para toluidine. 

A number of revisions in chrome 
colors have come to light. Demand 
for these has been fragmentary at 
best, and the changes have not caused 
much comment. Consumers have 
taken only as small quantities as they 
could get along on, and the fact that 
prices change a few cents does not 
seem to trouble them greatly.

Basic Products 


ANTHRACENE. — Prices have not 
changed any in first hands in the past 
six months. There has been practically 
no demand at all as none of the large 
consumers have been operating to any 
extent. Makers of anthroquinone have 
been out of the field for a long time as 
that color basis has been in no re- 
quest and the production of it under 
present circumstances profitless. Quo- 
tations were 75@8s0c. per pound for 80 
per cent.; 12@1l5ic. for 40 per cent., 
and 11@12c. for 25 per cent. Odd lots 
of resale 80 per cent, were to be had 
at as low as 39@40c, in some directions. 
Dealers were keen on getting rid of 
stocks they had carried for a long 
time. 

BENZOL.—Producers have advanced 
the price of pure to 30@35c. per gallon 
on contract, f, o .b. seller’s plant. 
There has been no let up in demand 
since the higher prices were announced. 
Ninety per cent. remained unchanged 
at 27@32c. Producers have insisted 


that there would be no interference in 
production on account of the coal 
strike, but the fact that steel plants 
have had to curtail their operations 
necessarily has had some effect on 
supplies of benzol. Higher grades 
especially have been curtailed. There 
has been mighty little 90 per cent. left 
over for refining purposes, and that was 
why the c. p. went up. 

CARBAZOLE. — Imported material 
was noticed, but did not figure much 
in the trading. Demand at best was 
purely routine and did not extend 
beyond small lots. Consumers refused 
to look ahead and would consider only 
the needs of the moment when buying. 
The range was 75c.@$1 per pound, 
according to quantity. 

CREOSOTE Oli.—There has been a 
fairly steady call for all grades of this 
oil. This is ordinarily the most active 
season for them, and the southern de- 
mand has been well up to the average 
for the season. Quotations were notably 
steady and while there was no shortage 
of supplies either in first or second 
hands, the under-current was quite 
firm. Twenty-five per cent. oil was 
23@26c, per gallon, and 15 per cent., 
20% @23c. 

CRESYLIC ACIDS.—AII grades have 
been moving in excellent volume dur- 
ing the past couple of weeks, and the 
fact of the holiday last week did not 
appreciably diminish the volume of 
sales for the week. Supplies were not 
heavy, and producers were in no posi- 
tion to continue supplying demand at 
the present rate of inquiry without 
having recourse to imported. The whole 
trade generally expected advances 
throughout the list in a short while if 
there continues to be as good a call as 
at the present time. Dealers held the 
imported several cents. higher than 
domestic makers quoted, and stated 
that it was impossible to import the 
97@99 per cent. at less than 60c. any 
longer. That is the big argument in 
favor of higher prices shortly, as it was 
claimed that makers did not carry large 
stocks and could not keep up with the 
rush of orders that were coming in for 
much longer. Domestic 97@99 per cent. 
ranged 53@55c. per gallon, and 95 per 
cent., 48@53c. Imported was 3@5c. 
higher according to seller. 

NAPHTHALENE. — Sales of crude 
naphthalene were made last week at 
2%c. per pound. Interest in flakes and 
balls has been small of late as the 
season was well over. Occasional odd 
lots of flakes have reached the market 
at 6c. per pound, but few of the dealers 
cared to take less than 64@6%%c, if 
they could help. Considering the dull- 
ness, the undertone was comparatively 
steady. Balls were 7@8c., while makers 
named to 7c. for flakes. Crushed was 
6@6%c. 

PHENOL. — Unchanged at 14@15c. 
per pound on spot, the market was very 
quiet. Few consumers cared to pay 
that much for their goods, and none of 
the dealers would consider anything 
less for prime white goods. Supplies 
in second hands were extremely small 
and makers were not going under lic. 
at works. Some export inquiries have 
been received, but prices quoted by 
sellers on this side of the water have 
invariably been too high and the bus- 
iness has been gathered in by British 
sellers who have sharply underbid 
domestic sellers. Government surplus 
stocks were offered by the agents at 
12c., but have been moving only slowly. 

SOLVENT NAPHTHA.—Has been 
advanced 2c. by producers along with 
benzol. The new range was 27@32c. 
per gallon for water-white, There has 
been an excellent call and supplies have 
been on the light side for a long time, 
so that the advance was not unexpected 
by those in close touch with the situa- 
tion. There has been a continued ex- 
cellent consumptive interest at the new 
levels. 

TOLUENE.—C. P. was in steady re- 
quest and quotations were 30@35c. per 
gallon. Consumptive interest was not 
as heavy as it has been in the im- 
mediate past, but there have been a fair 
number of inquiries and factors were 
not in any position to handle a great 
rush of orders, so that everyone was 
satisfied 

XYLENES. Commercial was ad- 
vanced several cents per gallon and 
was quoted at 34@39c. per gallon. 
Producers stated that the advance was 
inevitable in the face of the fact that 
supplies were none too good, the de- 
mand heavy, and supplies of benzo] for 
refining purposes increasingly smaller 
from week to week. The pure was 
45@5le., and not moving in as good 
volume as the other. The market was 
extremely strong at the advance, and

sensational advance in yellow 
prussiate of soda which carried the 
price to record levels two weeks ago 
has proved something of a boomerang. 
The speculative interest, always to the 
fore in such instances, has come a 
cropper. Shipments were contracted 
for at what seemed attractive enough 
prices when the orders were placed. 
Last week they arrived, but the im- 
porters had not made any arrange- 
ments to sell] them, so that the goods 
went a-begging. In order to expedite 
sale, as storage charges began to 
mount, causing fear and trembling in 
inexperienced bosoms, prices were cut, 
gently at first, but finally with a bang. 
The market broke three cents in as 
many hours. Consumers who had 
bought at higher prices were irritated, 
and others who were on the point of 
buying when the slide began, put off 
until a more propitious moment what- 
ever purchases they contemplated. So 
the market got it both ways; supplies 
increased, prices broke, and at the 
same time buying automatically 
ceased. 

The fact that shipment prices were 
above spot levels at the close was the 
one feature encouraging to legitimate 
traders. Late cables stated that one 
of the largest British plants had closed 
down, while German makers’ were 
holding on to their stocks. Yellow 
prussiate of potash reacted slightly 
with the soda salt, but the positions 
were hardly analogous, as supplies of 
potash were reduced to a minimum. 

The balance of the list was without 
distinguishing feature of any _ sort. 
None of the natural dyestuffs has been 
in any demand, and the whole market 
pesented an appearance of perfect 
placidity. Firm undertones have given 
way in the face of prolonged dullness, 
and with everything in their favor, 
have not held at all well. Albumen 
barely held steady, while gambier and 
cutch were notably soft. Sumac has 
been dead, and the fact that supplies 
were available at much lower prices 
did not cause a flicker of interest. As 
regards supplies for the tanning trade, 
none was in any form. That industry 
has taken itself into the land of dreams 
for the time being, with the result 
that both raw materials and extracts 
alike have sagged woefully. Larch was 
down, and chestnut on the verge. Soda 
bichromate has fallen fractionally, but 
the potash salt was comparatively 
steady. Both have begun to move into 
export channels.

Chemicals 


ALUMINA CHLORIDE.—The mar- 
ket continued in a firm position on a 
steady demand for small quantities and 
rather limited supplies available from 
producers. Many were in no position 
to quote on prices. Only the 33 per 
cent. liquid was to be had readily, and 
the absence of other grades probably 
contributory to sustaining values. The 
range was 3%@4%c. per pound. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—Only the 65 per 
cent. salt could be had on spot. Sup- 
plies were widely distributed, how- 
ever, and the market lacked stability. 
There has been considerable importa- 
tion of German goods, and that has 
been offered by dealers considerably 
under quotations of domestic pro- 
ducers.

Domes- 
tic demand was good, and there has 
been a fair expansion in export de- 
mand, so that the situation presented 
an optimistic outlook. Dealers have 
not been much in evidence. They have 
not been able to offer goods as low as 
makers, and have been forced to de- 
pend on them for supplies. 

SODA HYPOSULPHITE.—The range

Indigo Cultivation in U. S. 
Is Not Considered Promising 


Evidence of a revival of interest in the 
cultivation of the indigo plant (Indigopera 
tinctoria) in the United States induced 


the Reporter to consult Dr. W. W. Stock- 
berger, in charge of drug, poisonous and 
oil plant investigations for the United 
States Department of Agriculture, as to 
possibilities in that direction. Dr. Stock- 
berger says that an important natural 
indigo industry will never be established 


United States on account of ad- 
economic conditions. He says that 
with synthetic in- 


in the 
verse 
it could never compete 
digo on account of the great care and 
skill required in growing the plant and 
making the dye, and also because of the 
lack of knowledge on the subject. 


Way back in the seventeenth century 
indigo was an important crop in the 
South, it seems, but could not compete 


with artificial dyes of later introduction, 
and has long since been replaced by cot- 












ton and tobacco as more profitable. There 
has been little done since the Civil War 
toward developing the industry, although 
indigo was grown as late as 1870. De- 
tails as to names of cultivators are not 
available. During the World War there 


was a considerable revival of interest, as 
it was thought that war demands might 
justify taking up the question again, but 
this interest did not progress to the point 
of growing any crop or manufacturing 
any dye, Dr. Stockberger says. 

Shortly before the World War Dr. Stock- 
berger made a thorough study of the situ- 
ation, and even went so far as to experi- 
ment in growing some indigo plants in 
South Carolina and Florida. This experi- 
mental cultivation, however, was soon 
abandoned as hopeless. Nothing has been 
done since, the Doctor says, because it is 
apparently evident that it would not pay. 
This is due to the synthetic indigo indus- 
try and also to the fact that the British 
colonials and other foreign lands are more 
fitted for such cultivation, have done it 
for years, and know the business. 

At a _ recent meeting in London, 
land, of the Indian Section of the 
Society of Arts, a speaker brought

the point that in India dyestuff indigo is 
relatively little more than a by-product of 
indigo growing, as the plant itself has 


such a high agricultural value. It is a 
leguminous plant, and like other legumes, 
is able to add nitrogen to the soil. There- 
fore it has peculiar value as an organic 
manure in a country where_animal manure 
is not available. 

From statements published when this 
industry was in a flourishing condition in 
the United States it appears that the in- 
digo plant required a fairly rich soil in 
which the seeds were sown early in the 
spring. preferable in shallow drills about 
16 inches apart, to permit thorough cul- 
tivation. The plants were ready to cut 
just before coming into flower, and under 
favorable conditions a second cutting was 
obtained before the end of the season. 

The Department of Agriculture has no 
indigo seeds, and is not informed as to 
where they may be obtained in this coun- 
try.

ANTHRANILIC. Producers were 
extremely steady in views on the 
price of this acid. There has been no 
change in first hands for some time 
now, and none of the material was to 
be had in second hands, a continuation 
of present levels seemed likely for 
some time to come, Factors stated 
that it was foolish to lower prices 
Without a good demand to warrant it. 
At the moment there was practically 
no call at all. Refined was $1.30@1.35 
per pound, and technical, $1.10@1.15. 

BENZOIC.—The market was _ firm 
and prices disclosed no changes from 
previous levels. The U. S. P. was stiil 
65@70c. per pound, and the technical, 
55@60c. Demand was very good for 
U. S. P. The opening of the canning 
season has given impetus to buying 
and about the high water mark in buy- 
ing will be seen from now on. Sup- 
plies were not widely distributed and 
all makers reported increased inquiries 
which made them tighten on their price 
views, Some have already sold far 
ahead for the season, while others re- 
ported their outputs moving steadily 
and easily into consumptive channels. 

BROENNER'S. — Makers have 
holding for $1.50@1.60 per pound. Oc- 
casional small orders have gone 
through, but there has been no buying 
of serious proportions for a long time. 
Supplies were not heavy, but the few 
dealers who held have been 
obliged to get rid of them at as best as 
could be secured. In some instances 
as low as $1.25 was reported done. A 
canvass of dealers last week failed to 
reveal any holdings left worthy of con- 
sideration. 

CRESOTINIC. — Factors reported a 
limited routine call at prices from 40c. 
to 45c. per pound. Supplies were not 
heavy at best, as there has been such 
a limited consumptive demand that 
production has been practically sus- 
pended. Resale offerings have van- 
ished. 

GAMMA.—This was a weak item. 
Makers have quoted from $1.80 to $2 
per pound, according to quantity, but 
have not had much buying response 
to their attractive prices. Supplies in 
first hands were a little too heavy for 
tranquillity under present depressed 
conditions, and the recent declines 
have been the result of stiff compe- 
tition waged by different makers. 

H.—Makers generally quoted 
2Je. to $1 per pound, but sales have 
gone through at 85c. per pound, and 
there seemed little reason for believ- 
ing that consumers would have to pay 
more for any reasonable quantity. Too 
many makers and over-production in a 
dull season have upset the tone here, 
and sales at the inside levels could 
hardly have been compassed at any- 
thing resembling a profit, when com- 
pared with production costs. 

METANILIC.—From 90c. to $1 
pound was the asking price for this 
comparatively scarce item. The ab- 
sence of any appreciable quantity has 
been the main factor in keeping prices 
as steady as they have ruled as first 
hands could see no object trying to 
induce buying by lowering prices in a 
time when the market might naturally 
be expected to be slow. 

NAPHTHIONIC.—Demand has been 
well sustained, despite the holiday in- 
terruption. The new prices which re- 
cently became effective have proved 
very attractive to consumers, who have 
not hesitated to take advantage of 
them. Factors’ stated demand showea 
a gratifying increase over the average 
for the few weeks since these 
prices were named. Refined was 65@ 
70c. per pound, and technical, 60@65c. 

NEVILLE AND WINTHER’S.—Fac- 
tors reported an increasing outlet for 
small quantities. Prices disclosed no 
changes, but were quite steady at $1.25 
@1.30 per pound. 

PICRIC.—Quotations were from 20c. 
to 25c. per pound, according to seller 
and quantity. Demand has been er- 
ratic and the market was decidedly 
soft. The weakness was attributed to 
the facet that supplies were much in 
excess of consumptive requirements. 
Some claimed that it was impossible to 
manufacture and sell for less than 25c., 
owing to difficulties in handling. Deal- 
ers, however, did not seem to think so. 

SALICYLIC.—Demand for U. S. P. 
was along pretty well defined lines, 
and the market did not present any 
unusual features. Quotations were 
quite steady at old levels of 26@29c. 
per pound. Technical was not so 
abundant in second hands, but as 
makers were not holding on to it so 
tightly, consumers were taking small 
quantities from time to time. The 
range was 23@26c. 

SULFANILIC.—Makers quoted 
24ce. per pound. There has’ been 
mighty little business during the past 
week and the market has almost 
lapsed into a nominal state. Supplies

ALPHA NAPHTHOL.—Demand for 
refined was the feature in this section. 
Supplies have been augmented recently, 
and factors who were unable to supply 
a few weeks back were now taking or- 
ders. None of the business transacted 
last week was of much extent, but the 
steadiness with which the small orders 
have come in has been gratifying. 
Quotations were steady at $1.15@1.30 
per pound for refined. Crude was 
neglected at $1@1.15. 

ALPHA NAPHTHYL AMINE.—No 
change occurred here. First hands 
had control of the situation and were 
holding prices at 30c. per pound. Re- 
ports that that level could be shaded 
proved erroneous; supplies were too 
narrowly distributed and competition 
too slim to allow of it. All resale goods 
have been cleaned up. 

ANILINE OIL.—Producers quoted 
from 14c. to 15e. per pound at works. 
Spot goods were generally held at 15c., 
but in some instances higher prices 
were realized on small quantities. The 
market was heavily stocked and com- 
petition between the different sellers 
so keen as to make it impossible to 
sustain values. It has been estimated 
that at the lowest possible figures the 
cost of production is at least 1l4e., 
without allowing for incidental ex- 
penses. Even at that there have been 
sales within the past two weeks under 
the 14c. level, although that was being 
adhered to at the close. Trading was 
not very active, and the holiday did not 
have any effect on it either. Oil for 
red was nominally unchanged at 40 
@ 45c. 

ANILINE SALT.—Quotations were 
22@24c. per pound, according to quan- 
tity and seller. Prime goods were none 
too plentiful, but factors have been 
unable to meet competition offered by 
slightly off-grade material, and have 
had to come down to levels named by 
dealers. 

ANTHRAQUINONE.—Sublimed was 
weak and prices were $1.25@1.60 per 
pound, according to seller and quantity. 
Demand for this intermdiate has been 
nil. No one is interested in manufac- 
turing vat colors. Even at normal] rate 
of consumption there is only a com- 
paratively small quantity taken. There 
has been admittedly considerable over- 
production, and declines have been 
brought about by competitive selling. 
Paste was dead at 70@80c. 

BENZALDEHYDE. — Technical was 
in good demand and scarce. The best 
that could be done was 65@70c. per 
pound from makers. There was no re- 
sale. Other grades traveled the routine 
way at former prices of $1.25@1.40 for 
U. S. P. and $1.60@1.70 for F. F. C. 

BENZIDINE.—Efforts to stimulate 
interest in base have not met with 
much success and the market was 
pretty dull. The range was 85@90c. 
per pound, but reports were to the ef- 
fect that sales had been made at 83c. 
in some instances. Considering market 
conditions, there was probably truth in 
the reports, although no confirmation 
was possible. Sulfate out of it entirely 
at 80@S85c. 

BETA NAPHTHOL.—Technical was 
24@26c. per pound. Supplies were 
away in excess of present consumptive 
requirements and the market was very 
weak. Factors thought that prices had 
been reduced to the lowest levels that 
were possible consistent with present 
production costs, but such remarks 
have been made before without check- 
ing any downward tendencies. Demand 
at this time should be good, but so far 
the market has been very dull. Su- 
blimed was absolutely dead at 50@5ic.

Ford Submits Final ‘Offer
